(From the story, they went back to Green River and bought a lot 
of land covered with sage-brush, after they were in Price.) 

They only stayed in Green River about three years, when they had 
a chance to sell out at an excellent price. They sold out and went 
to Idaho., to another barren sage-brush land that they built up and 
called the place Marley. (At the present time there is no Mar ley, 
only farms, and they shop in Richfield.) 

This picture is of the Johnson family just about the time they 
moved to ID. Their two daughters, Annie and Janie are not present. 
One son, Oliver, was killed at age 12 or 13, and a baby, Margaret 
'Nora' died at the age of one.

On May 11, 1906, Charles, his wife, Annie, Niels M. and his 

wife, Florence, and Louis and his wife, Ida, bought from J. D. 
Murphy, for the sum of $8000.00 lawful money, 466.43 acres together 
with all water rights decreed by the court, for use upon the same, 
and 330 shares of Dog Wood River Cotton Wood Canal Co. Stock, at 
Shoshone, Lincoln Co. ID. They signed 8 notes of $1000.00 each 
note, being dated 20 April 1906, and made payable on or before 
25 Nov 1908. Each of the said notes drawing interest at 7 % per 
annum. On 1 Oct 1908 a satisfaction of mortgages was recorded 
stating the mortgage was fully paid, satisfied and discharged. 

(13 May, 1951, an interesting item I wish to insert here.) 

Forty-five years of progress on the RICHFIELD TRACT, have been 
noted by Louis Johnson, retired Marley farmer and true pioneer of 
Richfield. Seeking land here, after selling out in Green River, 
Utah. Louis, his father Charles Peter Johnson and brother Niels, 
first saw the Richfield tract in 1906. His first experience there 
was gathering four train cars of fat steers to ship. Failing to 
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CHARLES PETER JOHNSON was 
born 4 July 1846, in Bornholm, 

Germany or Denmark. It was a 
small colony of Danish people 
but it was under the German 
Government. Charles was get¬ 
ting to be draft age and he 
didn’t want to go in the army 
so he stowed away on a ship. 

The captain didn’t know he 
was there until they were 
way out at sea, so that is 
the way he got to America. 

His name was not Johnson 
but he couldn’t talk plain 
and everyone thought he said 
Johnson instead of Jensen and 
of course he thought it was 
alright, he being a stow-a-way. Charles Peter & Annie Johnson 
It has been Johnson ever since. 

It isn’t known how he got to Salt Lake and Provo, but that is 
where he met Annie Christoffersen. 

(See incident told by LaVern Johnson, of Grandpa Johnson on page 7) 

They were married in the Endowment House, in Salt Lake City, 
Utah, 21 Nov 1870. He was 24 years old, and Annie was 22 years 
old, and to that union eleven children were born. 

MARTIN PETER JOHNSON born 6 Oct 1871 in Levan, UT. Five chil¬ 
dren were born in Spring City, Sanpete Co. UT. LOUIS JACOB JOHNSON 
born 6 Oct 1873, NIELS MATHIS JOHNSON born 27 Sep 1875, CHARLES 
OLIVER JOHNSON born 18 Dec 1877-8, ANNA (Annie) CECILIA JOHNSON 
born 5 May 1880, and LAWRENCE 1VER JOHNSON, born 20 Jan 1882. 

At this time father was called by the church with a colony to 
go to Price, Utah, and settle that country. Charles went first 
and fixed a dugout for us to live in, then he moved the family in 
spring of 1882. They had five more children while they were living 
in Price. OSCAR LEROY JOHNSON born 4 Nov. 1883, JANE ELZINA MARIA 
JOHNSON born 8 Sep 1885, MARGARET E. n Nora" JOHNSON born 18 Jul 1887 
and died July 1888, GEORGE VERNIE JOHNSON born 15 May 1889 and 
WILLIAM ’Bill’ OMANUEL JOHNSON born 16 May 1891. 

My father was a jack-of-a11-trades. He helped build houses and 
was a blacksmith. He and some other men made adobe and that was 
what our first house was built of. Father worked in the shingle 
mill and his first injury was to get both hands smashed. It took 
a long time for them to heal. When the boys got older they hauled 
freight to Fort Duschene and then hauled asphalt back home. 

The first few years we had to go to Sanpete to get our staple 
groceries. We went every fall and got enough to last all winter. 
My father had the shoe-maker make each of us a pair of shoes in the 
fa 11 and they wou1d 1ast till the next fall. 

Father got sick and had a mastoid operation. Soon after that he 
and brother Louis was hauling lumber from the mill In Huntington 
Canyon and the brakes on father's wagon broke and threw father 
under the wagon. This broke his leg in three places. He was just 
getting so he could get around a little when brother Oliver was 

drug to death by a horse. Father saw the horse coming and ran out 

to try and stop him and fell and broke his leg again. He was laid 

up again for a long time but the boys were old enough to work out, 
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obtain freight cars at Shoshone, the cattle were held on the Marley 
burn for 17 days and watered at the river where the Leon Giles 
ranch is now. The only ranches on the tract, were the three at 
Marley and one near the township site of Richfield. The Johnsons, 
including the parents, six sons and two daughters and families pur¬ 
chased the Bowman ranch in 1907. Bill the youngest was 16 years. 

A "dugout" dwelling was the only house on the ranch. A short 
time later the Idaho Irrigation District was formed and a land 
drawing held at Richfield, then known as ALBERTA. All the Johnsons 
were lucky in drawing land to add to their Marley holdings. The 

Johnsons worked 5 years to clear land for their 
farms. Not waiting for the canal system to be 
completed, they dug a small canal from Little 
Wood River to irrigate several hundred acres 
for 3 years, until water was delivered through 
the system now in use. They built a railroad 
switch at Marley so they wouldn’t have to drive 
their stock all the way to Shoshone where 
freight cars were not always available. While 
working on the rail switch, Louis Johnson re¬ 
calls counting 57 bands of sheep crossing the 
Marley bridge in one day. 

A regular town was built at Marley by the 
Johnson families with a Post Office and store 
run by Niels Johnson. They built a school and 
Anna Bray was named as the first teacher there. 
The school building was used by the L.D.S. 
church for services until the Richfield Ward 
chapel was built in the 1920’s. Seven large 
homes were built by the Johnsons for their families. Their lands 
were divided before they dissolved partnership. 

The brothers and their father sold their ranches a few years 
later, after Niels' store and Post Office burnt down 15 Dec 1915. 

Niels and family moved to Price, UT. and then they moved back to

At one time he lived in Emmett, ID., the same time that 
there. Then Charles moved back to Provo, UT. where he 
his death 30th Apr. 1930. Lawrence moved to Provo, Ut. 
to Salt Lake City, UT. Willie to McMinnville, OR. 


Pete went to Richfield, ID. to live for a few years, then moved to 
California. Oscar also moved to California, where Niels had moved. 
Louis and his family were the only ones to stay on the home place. 


True to the Johnson tradition of pioneering, Oscar Johnson 
turned to Richfield in 1939, purchased some sagebrush land 
water in Marley and cleared out another productive farm. One of 
sons, Ben Johnson helped with the work and farmed the ranch 
many years. Ben now lives in Mountain Home, ID. 

It was interesting to learn what the Marley Burn was. 

May 17, 1907, Shoshone Journal: 

The Idaho Irrigation Co. had entered into a contract with 
State Land Board for the openings of the lands under the Company’s 
ditch which would cover the Marley Burn. This contract provided for 
the opening of 40,821 acres of Carey Act land lying east of Big 
Wood River and reaching to the tracks of the Hailey branch of the 
Short Line Railway. The date of the opening had been set for 24 
June, 1907, about seven weeks away. The land was already cleared of 
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sage. It is well known that where sage brush grows the soli is 
unsurpassed. On this particular tract of land, the sage originally 
grew so rank as to attract special attention to that section. 

A rancher named Marley, wishing to make a clearing, set fire to 
the sage which was so rank, it burned far beyond his expectations 
and as a result some 50.000 acres of land was bared of brush. 

VALUE OF KNOWING HOW!!! 

Richfield farmers clears $90.00 an acre on land in three years. 
A passenger on the train from Shoshone to Richfield gets tired of 
looking out the window at an endless expanse of sage brush desert 
with only an occasional ranch to break the monotony. But when the 
train proceeds about 7 miles to Richfield, a lovely view presents 
itself to the north of the track. A lovely expanse of country is 
occupied by highly cultivated farms and fine two—story homes shows 
the conclusive evidence that the owners are well to do, prosperous 
people who desire some of the elegancies of life which their means 
entitles them. 

There are a thousand acres in the holdings owned and occupied 
by a father and three grown sons whose name is Johnson. They fully 
realize the value of these fertile acres, because their experience 
elsewhere has taught it to them. It is doubtful if a $100.00 an 
acre could tempt them from their homes where comfort reigns and 
where irrigation insures them an abundant crop every year. 

These people came here only three years ago and bought the main 
ranch for $12.50 an acre and then added to it as they had an oppor¬ 
tunity. They knew the value of the land when they bought but of 
course they were willing to let the other fellow set the price, 
which they paid without any unnecessary delay. 

And now let us see how they knew land values better than the 
other fellow who happens to be a prosperous business man of 
Shoshone and who is well up on the value of horse flesh. 

It was quite a number of years ago that this Johnson family 
moved into the Green River country of Utah and bought some raw land 
for $10.00 an acre. After this land was irrigated and cultivated, 
other people who saw what wonderful crops it produced concluded 
that they wanted it more than the Johnsons did and so they took 
it from them by paying an even $100.00 an acre for the privilege. 
You see, the Johnsons wanted more land and $100.00 an acre was too 
rich for their blood, so they sold out at a profit of $90.00 an 
acre and sought something cheaper in price, but just as valuable in 
productive capacity. They found what they wanted in Lincoln Co. Id. 
And in three short years, have made their mark and from now on the 
way is clear sailing. They know the value of the land and if others 
do not, they are satisfied to hold it and reap the reward of 
industry and of knowing how. 

Charles Peter Johnson sold his ranch and moved back to Provo, 
UT. then to Emmett, ID., and finally back to Provo, where he lived 
the rest of his life, passing away the 30th April 1930. 

MEMOIRS of Charles Peter Johnson, as told by Ernest S. Horsely. 

Charles was known to the people of Price, UT. and was found 
to be honest and upright in all his dealings. He was a real typical 
pioneer. He was tall and raw-boned, a rugged type, and dark com- 
plexioned, a handy man, engaged in the sheep business, he also had 
a saw—mill and shingle mill of which he was quite an expert. He 
had a threshing machine at his home and done some small jobs for 
people who came with small dabs, in case of emergency. 
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He did not take much activity in a spiritual line, but had his 
children take their place in the Sunday School and meetings. The 
oldest son, Martin 'Pete' fulfilled a mission for the L.D.S. church 
in the states. Oscar and Bill fulfilled missions also. 

His wife, Annie, one of those quiet, unassuming kind, devoted her 
life to the care of her home and family. She used to walk up from 
their home, over a mile from the meeting house with her babies to 
have them blessed. She was very patient and went through many pri 
vations and hardships in helping to redeem those barren wastes. 

The Johnsons moved down to Green River, UT, about 190a, bought 
some land there and when the boom came, they sold out for a good 
figure and went into Idaho, and was there for many years. 

MORE MEMOIRS!!! 

At a reunion in August, Deb Johnson told the story about his 
first recollection of Grandpa Johnson. He says, "When our family, 
(Lawrence, Sara and 4 children) lived in Emmett, ID. we would go to 
visit Grandpa Johnson on his farm. It was a favorite trip because 
he would take us out into the watermelon patch, which seemed to my 
young eyes, I being only 3 years old, seemed to be about as large 
as the Dietrich Park. He would often take me and my two older 
brothers out into the patch and let us pick whichever watermelons 
we wanted. With our young eyes, we always looked for the largest. 
After we picked the one we wanted, he would plug it to see if it 
was ripe, if it was, he would then have us pick it and we would 
have to carry it into the pig pen. Having picked the biggest melon 
we could possibly find, that walk soon seemed to be a good mile or 
so away. We would finally get there, completely exhausted, he 
would just turn and say "OK drop it". Of course it would split 
right open. He would then tel 1 us to pick up the heart of ...he 
melon and eat it. And boy was it good. After that hot hard walk, 
and after eating the heart, we would go to eat some of the other 
parts of the melon, he would say, "Oh no, that s the pig s share, 

throw it in the pen." 

MEMOIRS from Eunice Johnson Powel1. 

My dad, Oscar Johnson, has said many times that grandpa had John 
Phillip Sousa come to Marley and live with grandpa, and John taught 
the kids to play musical instruments. She also said that Tom Thumb 
of Barnum and Bailey Circus came to Marley several times. bhe said 
there were a lot of Indians in the area during the cattle drives. 

This picture of Charles and Annie Johnson and family caused quite 
a stir at the reunion, in 1984. Durg and Wayne Perron remarked that 
Grandpa looked like he came right out of the Butch Cassidy era with 


his mustache and clothes. 

Ray Johnson heard the re¬ 
mark and told us the story 
that his dad, Lawrence, had 
told him. He said that 
Butch Cassidy used to come 
through Price, Ut. Grandpa 
Charles ran a general store 
at that time. Grandpa was 
a close person and wouldn’t 
ask a person what he did, 
and he was trusted by every¬ 
one in the community. Butch 
Cassidy would come late at 
night and Grandpa would see

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that he got his provisions. Grandpa tje*_'£±uit* 
Butch Cassidy and knew ail the wild bunch. 


(incident taken from one of the Charles Peter Johnsons'

Johnson, taken from her mother’s notes about Grandpa Johnson.) 


As I remember him telling it, he was learning to be a tradesman, 
blacksmith and Millwright, he worked in a furniture manufacturing 
place before he was drafted into the army (Danish Army) at about 
21 years old. As near as 1 can remember, he served about 18 mo. 
He was a kitchen helper in the Army, and his decision to sail to 
U.S.A. was caused by a prank he and his buddies were continually 
playing on each other. As they were cooking a shoulder bone in the 
stew pot, Grandpa picked the bone out and heaved it at his buddy, 
just as he threw it, the captain stepped through the door, the bone 
hit the captain. Grandpa kicked off his wooden shoes as thev were 
too slow getting out of there. He ran on the piers until he found 
a ship he could hide or stow away on. After he was on the open sea, 
he was found and put to work cooking on the ship. 

He was 11 months on the sea getting across to the U.S.A. He 
visited almost every country on the seashore. He told some of his 
experiences on the sea voyage, such as he was dishing up a pot of 
hot beans, the ship rocked and he dropped the pan and spi1 led the 
beans and sat right down in the pot. 

After he landed in New York, he immediately set out for the west, 
his first stop being Omaha, NE. where he worked on a farm. Later 
he became interested in railroading and he worked at different jobs 
along the route to Green River, WY. where he was appointed track 
construction foreman. From there he worked his way to Salt Lake 
City, where he and another man set up a blacksmith shop which did- 
not last long, as grandpa took a trip and when he returned, his 
partner had left him without a blacksmith shop, he took the money 
and equipment and skipped to parts unknown. Grandpa then went to 
San Pete County, Ut. where he joined his mother and half-brother 
who had preceded him to the U.S.A. . . _ 


Those were really the frontier days. 

1 remember him telling of being in sev¬ 
eral skirmishes with the Indians, which 
at that time were very hostile to the 
white settlers. At San Pete, Die Peter¬ 
son, a relative, and he set up a furni¬ 
ture store, also a mill-wright. They 

built a shingle mill, the first in the 
Rocky Mountains. 

Somewhere about this time he married 
Anna Bertleson Christoffersen. 

He set up a blacksmith shop also had 
the freight contract to Duschene, UT. He 
owned a reaper and later a grain binder. 
The first experience they had with it, 
they hitched the horses to it, which was 
new to the horses and they had a runaway. 
It was sure a good one, as it mowed off 
a whole row of fence posts.

ANNIE CHRISTOPHERSEN JOHNSON - (Taken from 
life story of Janie Johnson Nebeker, written 
in 1962. Janie is the 2nd daughter and 8th 
child of Charles and Annie Johnson.) 

Annie was born 25 Sept. 1848 on a little 
Island in Denmark called Yuland, a daughter 
of Mette Petersen and Bertie Bennett Christ- 
offersen. They were separated when my mother 
was three weeks old. Her mother went to 
live with her brother, Iver Petersen, and 
with his family joined the church and came 
to America in 1854. My mother said she was 
five years old when they left Denmark. She 
told me many times about their journey 
across the ocean. She said they changed 
ships in the middle of the ocean. They 
built a bridge from one ship to the other. 
Her mother took her across to the other ship 
and told her to stay there while she went 
back for some more of her belongings. My 


mother got tired of waiting and followed her mother back to the 
other ship. They started to take the bridge up before they dis¬ 
covered my mother on the ship going back to Denmark. So the men 
handed her from one to another to get her on the ship to come to 


America. 

Mother said she and her cousin, Ole Petersen walked almost all 
the way across the plains. They came to Salt Lake City. At first 
there was one boy who 1ived near my mother and grandmother. This 
boy was quite a tease. One day my grandmother had to leave the 
house so she told my mother to be sure and keep this boy out of 
the house. Mother got the fire shovel and stood in the door waving 
the shovel up and down. When the boy tried to come in she hit him 
in the head causing a small gash. He didn’t bother them any more. 
Mother said she watched her mother make bread like we make yeast 
bread only they would roll and pound it until it was as thin as a 
cracker. Then they would bake it and it would keep better. 

A year or two later, grandmother met and fell in love with a 
young man by the name of Kason. I don't know his first name. They 
were married and sealed in the temple. My grandmother died with 
her first child after this marriage, the baby also died. 

My mother’s step-father married again soon after 
and tried hard to make a home for my mother. My 
mother was only eight years old when her mother 
died. Her step-mother worked her very hard. She 
was made to carry the water, to do al1 the washing 
friends and neighbors told her she was working too 
hard and should not do it. 

Mother asked her Uncle Iver Petersen, if she 
could come and live with him and his family. My 
mother worked very hard al1 her 1ife. She had to 
earn her food and clothes while very young. She 
used to cord the wool, spin the yarn and weave 
the cloth to make her own clothing. 

Charles Peter Johnson and Annie Bertie Christ- 
ophersen were married 21 Nov. 1870. Annie & Charles 

Annie died the 28 of May 1933. She was 85. 50th Anniversary

The 
second version was taken from notes as Grandpa told them to LaVerne 
Johnson. 

The following was written in July, 1992 by Terry Johnson, a great 

grandson of Charles P. Johnson. 

Carl Peder Jensen was born on 3 July 1846 in Vester-Marie, Isle 
of Bornholm (Denmark) in the Baltic Sea but he was known in America 
as Charles Peter 'C.P.' Johnson. ’C.P.’ was 22 years old when he 
arrived in America in 1868 aboard the famous full-rigged clipper 
packet ’Emerald Isle' with his half-brother, Hans Kofod, and other 
Mormon converts at Castle Garden. Castle Garden, predecessor to 
Ellis Island, is located at the southern tip of Manhattan Island in 
what is now known as Battery Park in New York City. Today, it is 
where tourists buy their ferry tickets to Ellis Island. 

Ane Bennedsen was born 22 Sep 1848 in store Lihme Mark Village, 
Norup Parish, Torrild District, Vejle County in the Jutland penin¬ 
sula (Denmark) and was known in America as ’Annie’. ’Annie’ was 
five years old when she arrived in America in 1854 aboard the 
American ship 'Benjamin Adams’ with her mother, Mette (Petersen_ 
Bennedsen and companion Niels Larsen, her uncle and aunt, Iver and 
Ana Petersen and their two surviving children, Iver Peter and Ole, 
at New Orleans. 

Although neither of them arrived in America at Ellis Island, 
the names Carl Peter Jensen Johnson and Ane Anna Bennedsen Johnson* 
appear on the Wall of Honor at the refurbished American Immigrant 
Museum at Ellis Island. Additionally, these names will be inscribed 
on the Wall of Honor at the Danish Immigrant Museum in Elk Horn, 
Iowa, currently under construction.

Dn May 11 1906 Charles, his wife Annie, Niels 
and his wife, Florence, and Louis and his wife, Ida, bought from 
J. D. Murphy, for the sum of eight thousand ($8000.00) lawful money 
for 466.43 acres, together with all water rights decreed by the 
court, for use upon the same, and 330 shares of Dog Wood River 
Cotton Wood Canal Co. Stock, at Shoshone, Lincoln Co. ID. They 
signed 8 notes of $1000.00 each note, being dated 20 Apr 1906, and 
made payable on or before 25 Nov 1908. Each of the said notes draw¬ 
ing interest at 7% per annum. On the 1 Oct 1908 a satisfaction of 
mortgages was recorded stating the mortgage was full paid, satis¬ 
fied and discharged. The houses the Johnson built were almost all 
alike.

13 May, 1951, an interesting item to insert here. 

Forty -five years of progress on the Richfield Tract, have been 
noted by Louis Johnson, retired Marley farmer and true pioneer of 
Richfield. Land seeking here after out in Green River, UT. Louis, 
his father, Charles Peter Johnson and brother Niels, first saw the 
Richfield tract in 1906. His first experience 
there, was gathering four train car of fat 
steers to ship. Failing to obtain freight cars 
at Shoshone the cattle were held on the Marley 
burn for 17 days and watered at the river. 

Only ranches on the tract were the three at 
Marley, and one near the site of Richfield, ID 
The Johnsons, including the parents, six sons, 
two daughters and their families purchased the 
Bowman ranch in 1907. A dugout dwelling was 
the only house on the ranch. 

A short time later the Idaho Irrigation Dis¬ 
trict was formed, a land drawing held at Rich¬ 
field, then known as ALBERTA. All of the John- Stella & Edna 
sons were lucky in drawing land to add to their 

farms. Not waiting for the canal system to be completed they dug 
a small canal from Little Wood River to irrigate several hundred 
acres for 3 years until the water was delivered through the system. 
They built a railroad switch at Marley so they wouldn’t have to 
drive their stock all the way to Shoshone where freight cars were 
not always available. 

A regular town was built at Marley by the Johnson families with 
a store and post office, run by Niels Johnson. They also built a 
school, which was used for the L.D.S. church services until the 
Richfield Ward chapel was built in the 1920's. Seven large homes 
were built for their families. Louis and family were the only 
ones to remain when the rest sold out and moved away. 

One day Evert wanted to go see his girl, so he got up early, 
built a fire and went out to milk the cows. Louis and Ida had just 
remodeled their house. They had oilcloth on the kitchen wall and 
it got too hot. They heard something and came out to investigate. 
They found the kitchen on fire. The stairs to the upper story 
were next to the kitchen. The fire was already through the wall of 
the stairway when they brought Orlin and Kenneth down the stairs. 
The family lost everything but the piano from the front room and 
some of Maude Huston’s clothes. She was the school teacher and was 
boarding at their place at the time. It was Sunday and they had 
to go to Shoshone to get some clothes to wear as the store in 
Richfield wouldn’t open up for them. Louis had just built a large 
two story barn. They were soon to pour concrete floor in it, but 
when the house burned they built a new house and the barn floor was 
never poured. The upper floor of the barn was later used for barn 
dance. The children and grandchild's fondness memories were of the 
many time when they all got together for Thanksgiving and Christmas 
holidays, with the big dinners and all the fun they had with their 
aunts, uncles and cousins. 

Ida Tucker died 21 Feb 1941 in Richfield, and was buried 24 Feb 
1941 in Shoshone. Louise Johnson died 3 Dec 1952 in Twin Falls, 
ID. and was buried 6 Dec 1952 beside his wife in Shoshone, ID.

A letter taken from the 
Charles P. Johnson newsletter #6 
It was interesting to note in 
the last newsletter, that Great 
Grandad and his family, which 
included your dad and my grand¬ 
father, Louis Johnson, home¬ 
steaded in Marley in 1903. It 
The Carl Piper Family was 1906 when the Johnsons came 

to the site where Marley started 
before Richfield was incorporated that year being 1907. Was the 
town of Richfield (Alberta) even there yet in 1903? (no it wasn’t). 
The new town of Alberta was opened the same day as the land drawing 
of the Idaho Irrigation Company, which was the 24 June, 1907. It 
is with some pride that 1 consider that I am probably one of the

descendants of the Johnson PIONEERS on one side 
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and having BOONE blood in me from the other side who have pioneered 
(homesteaded) in this modern day. This Peace River Country in north 
eastern British Columbia was opened up and settled when I got here 
in 1962, but the old original settlers that came to this forest 
covered rolling hills land some 40 years before were still clear¬ 
ing and putting into cultivation the last few acres of their farms. 
Their sons and daughters were just then taking over the operation 
with the old pioneers 
probably 50% of these 
old pioneers had come 
from the northern 
states of the U.S.A. 

There was then and 
still is thousands of 
acres with no one 
claiming them. The 
whole country side to 
within 15 miles of 
towns like Dawson 
Creek at that time 
looked like a checker 
board with 40 year old 
fields of grain here 
and there and a half 
mile or so of forest 
(virgin land) in be¬ 
tween those fields. 

Wild animals, such 
as moose, deer and black bear were to be seen any time you drove to 
town, claiming those patches of forest as their homes . 

Out here in the hills and valleys (foothills of the rocky moun¬ 
tains) where I homesteaded my ranch, was still raw wild land and 
still today straight south and bordering my ranch is three or four 
hundred miles of forest with no one but wild animals living there. 
My cattle have been harassed and killed by wolves, coyotes and I 
suspect by the occasional grizzly that passes by. For years after 
I moved here, 1 never went out my door but what I had my rifle in 
my hands. 

My ranch is situated some twenty miles southwest of Dawson Creek 
and although I have neighbors within a half mile from me, they were 
just in the process of taking over at that time from their old 
pioneer folks and had just started clearing and breaking more new 
land, buying their first cows which now become herds of some 100 to 
200 head of cattle. Back in those years, we had to travel on ten 
miles of non-graded dirt roads to reach the main highway leading to 
town. This dirt road was narrow and winding and you slowed down to 
15 or 20 miles an hour when passing another vehicle. If it was 
raining while we were in town, we simply and prudently stayed with 
friends over night because the road was too slick and muddy to tra¬ 
vel up and down the steep hills to our ranch. We had no electrical 
power out in our neighborhood, so all twenty-some neighbors in the 
Fellers Height were using kerosene and wood burning heaters to keep 
out the some times 50* below zero cold biting weather. We all had 
to "work out" to get money enough to hire cats to clear our land. 
Sometimes we would be as far as a hundred miles away from home in 
some desolate sawmill, while our wives and family struggled to keep 
the fires going at home.

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Little one or two room schools were brought in and set up in 
this or other areas wherever there were twelve to fifteen students 
of school age. One teacher taught all seven grades. My kids rode 
down the hill on sleds, coasting the over a mile and a quarter to 
school and would at night come trudging back up the hill pulling 
their sleds behind them. 

Today my original homestead shack which was built of rough lumber 
has been enlarged and remode led with new siding, windows, store 
bought doors and has cedar siding with piped in water and an indoor 
toilet and all the modern day conveniences that I was used to, be¬ 
fore moving here. I have two hundred acres of clear land and some 
seven miles of fences. Most of these fence lines were cut and 
cleared with a chain saw and 1 drove the some 2000 posts in the 
ground with a fourteen pound hand post mal1. 

Two years ago, we sold our 90 cow herd of beef cattle and set 
up a meat cutting operation with slaughter house, walk-in cooler 
and freezing units. You see - today - our ranch sets on a paved 
highway which leads to a new instant town, 50 miles southwest of 
us. This town is the shopping center of a huge new coal mining 
development. Today I can make a better living at my original trade 
of meat cutting. This trade was taught to me by one of the Johnson 
girls’ (Hazel) husband, V. F. Bus’ Perron. In the past I have also 
made my living at another trade, taught to me by another Johnson 
descendant, Eddy Johnson. This trade was carpentering1 So you see 
that those Johnson pioneers have really given me quite a boost.

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KENNETH NOSES JOHNSON was born 7 Aug 
1906 in Shoshone, ID. the 5th child and 
3rd son of Louis Jacob and Ida TUCKER 
JOHNSON. Kenneth was born three months 
after the family moved from Green River 
UT. to Idaho. His parents rented a 
house in Shoshone for several weeks and 
after Kenneth was born they moved to 
Mar 1ey. 

Kenneth learned to rode a horse when 
he was 5 or 6. One of his early jobs 
was to ride through Marley and gather 
everyone’s milk cows, drive them to the 
north end of the farms and herd them 
until it was time milk them again. One 
day when he was 8 or 9, he was herding 
the cows when he saw a little rabbit. 
He wanted to catch it and take it home, 
so he started to chase it around. It 
finally ran under a big rock. He ran 
over and stuck his head down to the 
cavity to see if he could spot the 
rabbit and saw - a big rattlesnake -not 
over a foot from his nose, maybe the 
snake was watching the rabbit since 
Kenneth was able to get away unscathed. 
Whatever the reason, Ken says the good 
Lord was watching over him because the 
snake didn’t strike, but it sure scared 
10 years growth out of him. Afterwards 
he got the chills every time he saw a 
snake. Years later he was irrigating 
Kenneth &< Thelma Johnson some peas for his dad. He was walking 

down the lead ditch when he scared a 
round squirrel which ran along the ditch ahead of him. As it passed 
a clump of alfalfa a rattle snake struck it. It ran another 10 feet 
and fell over, dead. That was the last squirrel that snake killed, 
but if the squirrel hadn't been there it might have been the last 
snake Ken killed. 

The children walked about a mile to the Mar 1ey school . Their 
teacher was Maude Huston. When Kenneth was 12 years old, his mother 
and some other women started a bread club. Both girls and boys 
joined the club. That fal1 Kenneth mixed up a batch of bread and 
sent some of it to the county fair. The boys and girls were judged 
separately. Ken won first prize in the boys division. Then his 
bread was judged against the girls and it won first prize there. 
Later he baked another batch and sent some to the State fair. It 
won 1st prize over the boys and girls divisions there also. He 
was always very proud of that. 

As the children got older, they had to ride the school bus in to 
Richfield high school when the weather was warm. In the winter they 
had a sleigh with a box and cover over it. Kenneth remembers going 
to school one morning when it was 44* degree below zero. The year 
he was a freshman he was hired to drive the horse-drawn school bus. 
He picked up all the high school kids in Marley and hauled them to 
Richfield. The next year a lot of the school kids wanted to drive 
the bus so they had to quit letting Ken do it. 
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When he was 21 years old Ken went tu No* California, and work ad 
in the rice fields one summer. Then he tried logging near Klamath 
Falls, OR. In 1930 Kenneth worked with his brother, Evert and his 
cousins Ted and Orval Johnson up on the south side of Ball Mt. 

After he went back to Idaho he rode three years for Percy Hunt 
rounding up horses. Sometimes they would ride for hours and be 20 
or 30 miles out before they found them. Then it was a race to get 
them headed in the right direction and keep them there. He had to 
be able to stick in the saddle as his horse twisted and turned and 
leaped over obstacles or he had a long walk home. Ken was about the 
only man who rode for Hunt who didn’t get hurt. 

Ken loved to hunt and fish. He became very good at both sports 
so they were a source of food and pleasure most of his life. He 
also loved music and going to dances. At one such dance he met a 
young dark-haired, grass widow. Her name was Thelma Juanita BLASER 
FEDRICK. They found they had a lot of the same interests. 

Thelma was the oldest surviving daughter and fourth child of 
Augustus Fredrick and Minnie Catherine JOHN BLASER. She was born 18 
Aug 1903 in Dempsey, ID. Her father worked for the Union Pacific 
railroad as a roadmaster. The family moved around quite often as 
he was transferred from place to place. When Thelma was a teenager 
they lived in Minidoka and she Thelma Blazer Johnson rode the train 
every day to go to high school in Rupert, ID. She graduated from 
Rupert High. 

Some where along the line she had about 6 months of piano les¬ 
sons. She then taught herself to play well enough that she was 
asked to play for many different occasions. She accompanied many 
people while they sang. She had a lot of natural ability and talent 
she could play by ear or by note. She had a beautiful alto voice 
and sang with her sisters in choirs, duets and trios. 

The family moved to Twin Falls, ID. There Thelma met and later 
married CLIDE LEE FEDRICK, 19th Aug 1926, the day after her 23rd 
birthday. They had two daughters both of them very premature. 
BEVERLY RUTH was born 20 Dec 1927. She was tiny, but the hospital 
had just received a new incubator and with its help, she survived. 
But the second baby, NADINE, who was born 27 Sep 1928, was too tiny 
for even the incubator to help, and she died the same day. 

When Thelma’s marriage ended, she went and lived with her folks 
for awhile. They had moved to Richfield by this time. 

As Ken and Thelma became better acquainted they found they shared 
a love of music, dancing, children and each other. One thing they 
had in common, that was unusual, was their parents birthdays. Both 
fathers were born the 6th of Oct and both mothers were born 7 June. 

Thelma and Kenneth were married 18 June 1933. They settled in a 
house not too far from his parents and began their married life. 
Their first child was born at home. It was a boy. They named him 
KENNETH AUGUSTUS JOHNSON, he was premature like his two sisters 
before him. They tried to keep him warm by wrapping him in blankets 
and putting him in a box on the oven door, but he was too small and 
did not live long. They buried him near the big brick house 
in Marley. DORIS CATHERINE JOHNSON was born 28 Nov 1934. She was 
a healthy, full-term baby and survived the rigors of babyhood. They 
had a set of twins 31 May 1936, a boy, JEAN RAY JOHNSON and a girl, 
JEANNETTE BEA JOHNSON. They were small as twins are want to be. 
They had a nurse come to take care of the babies. Jean lived only 
five days, but Jeannette slowly gained weight and strength. 

On 20 Dec 1937 (on Bev’s 10th birth day) Kenneth and Thelma went 
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to the Salt Lake Temple where they were 
sealed to each other, and had Beverly, 
Nadine, Kenneth A., Doris, Jean and 
Jeannette sealed to them. 

GLADYS APRIL JOHNSON was born A Apr 
1939, she was a fu1 1-term 9 pounder and 
on 7 Aug 1942 PATRICIA ELAINE JOHNSON 
was born, not the boy her dad wanted, 
wanted, but not a bad birthday present. 

Kenneth and Thelma rented different 
farms in the Richfield area. Then Ken 
and his cousin, Aaron Johnson, ran a 
garage in Richfield and sold new cars. 
About 1946 Ken and Thelma moved to Twin 
Falls and bought the Truck Lane market, 
but he developed such a case of ulcers 
that he had to have part of his stomach 
removed. From there they moved back to Richfield and moved into an 
apartment over the garage which he ran with several of his 
brothers. 

In 1948 they bought a farm a mile or so west of town and spent 

the next 25 years there. They loved music and taught their girls 

to sing. One of their favorite things was to gather around the 
piano in the evening. The girls would sing while Thelma played the 
piano and Ken played the harmonica. 

Thelma's health was not too good, but she usually raised a big 
garden and canned a lot of food every year. They raised chickens, 
cats, dogs, calves, hogs, sheep and milked cows. One year Thelma 
had a goiter removed from her throat. She was in the hospital in 
Hailey. While Ken and the girls were on their way to see her they 
ran into a horse. Luckily they were going slow. The horse Just sat 

down on the hood of the car, then jumped up and ran away. They 

were excitedly talking about it as they started out when suddenly, 
the hood popped up. That happened several times until Ken had to 
tie it down. The removal of the goiter improved Thelma’s health 
somewhat but she was not able to sing after that. 

Jeannette was killed in a car wreck 8 Apr 1956, at age 20. The 
others girls all married and Ken and Thelma were alone again. Ken 
continued to farm, but finally sold off most of the farm and they 
tried to take more time to camp, fish and go see the children and 
grandchildren. (19 grandchildren altogether.) 

Christmas of 1973 they had traveled to Boise to spend the holi¬ 
days with Gladys and Tricia and their families. They were saying 
their goodbyes, getting ready to go home, when Thelma just sort of 
faded away. She had had a stroke. After quite a while in the hos¬ 
pital they got her stabilized and she was moved to a nursing home. 
By June she had recovered enough to talk Ken into taking her home, 
but by the end of another month or so she had another stroke and 
had to spend the rest of her life in a nursing home. Finally Doris 
came out from Washington and moved them to Washington, where she 
and Beverly helped take care of them. 

Thelma died 4 Mar 1978 in Washington and was brought back to 
Richfield to buried. Ken began to have health problems of his own 
and 11 Dec 1982 died and went to join his beloved Thelma. 

Kenneth and Thelma were religious, honest, caring people who did 
what they could for others. They left a great heritage of love for 
their children, grandchildren, friends, neighbors and family.

Later that 
year Gladys went for a ride on the motorcycle. She had low blood 
pressure and as she rode she blacked out and ran off the road and 
hit a concrete headgate in a ditch.

He 
teased her. She told him they needed the other propel lor on the 
boat. H e finally changed places to show her how to get up, only 

he couldn’t get up either. After he went along with just his eyes 

showing above the water for a ways, he changed the prop and a good 

time was had by all. Lew developed a design for a pistol and sev¬ 

eral different kind of ammunition to use in it. 

Gladys got a job running a printing press, making labels for 
Albertson’s. She worked at that job until Albertson’s decided to 
close their label shop. She she got a job doing the same thing in 
Salt Lake City. Due to health problems. Lew is on disability. They 
are buying a house in Kaysville, Ut.

We decided to try other work, but after the 
birth of our daughter, DARLENE IDA PERRON born 14 Feb 1934, we went 
back to the mines for a couple of years. Then we moved back out and 
lived in Hailey, then to Richfield, where we built us a home. 

Bus and my brother-in-law, Joe Piper, built a Meat Market and 
Cold Storage, they later sold it. After a few years. Bus got a job 
with the government, carrying mail and papers from Shoshone to the 
post offices at Richfield, Picabo, Gannett, Bellevue, Hailey, 
Ketchum and Sun Valley. We had to move to Shoshone, but before we 
moved, we had another son, WILLIAM EDWIN 'Bill' PERRON, born 3 Mar 
1944. We had two more sons, VERNON GEORGE 1 Durg’ PERRON born 22 
Feb 1946 and DENIS RAY PERRON born 1 Feb 1952.

Dorothy went to four 
years of high school. Dorothy married MICHAEL NELSON 10 May 1986 
and was sealed in the temple in 1992. They have a child, BRYANT 
RUSSELL NELSON. JANENE CHER IE PRESTON was born 8 Aug 1970 adopted 
at 2 weeks. Janene went to four years high school. Janene married 
JEFFREY CHARLES RIEMANN 6 Aug 1988. They have two children, LESLIE 
JO RIEMANN born 20 May 1987 and RACHEL SEIRRIA RIEMANN born 28 Apr 
1987 ?. (both born the same year?) PAULA MARIE PRESTON born 17 
Aug 1976 adopted at 4 months and MELANIE RAE PRESTON born 26 Nov 
1977, adopted at 1 day old. A Freshman in high school. (1992) 



I, NIELS MATHIS JOHNSON was born 27 Sep 
1875 in Spring City, UT., the third child 
and third son of Charles Peter and Annie 
Christoffersen (Bennedsen) JOHNSON. 

The family lived around Spring City 
until Niels was about 7 or 8 years old, 
when they moved to Price, UT. Niels was 
baptized 3 Aug 1884. 

Niels married FLORENCE TUCKER, daughter 
of Moses and Mary Jane Dollar Tucker, 6 
Dec 1899 at Cleveland, UT. 

Florence's oldest sister, Loretta, 
married Niels' oldest brother, Martin 
Peter Johnson, and a younger sister, Ida 
married Louis Jacob Johnson, a brother 
just older than Niels. 

By 1901 the three brothers 
and their wives, their 
father and mother and the 
rest of the Johnson fami¬ 
lies were living in Sunny- 
side, UT. a few miles east 

of Price, where the men were all working. 

While in Sunnyside, VERA EMELINE JOHNSON was born 
17 Mar 1902. Just after Vera was born, the families 
moved to Green River, UT. about 20 miles south of 
Sunnyside. The men worked in the coal mines (or min¬ 
ing of some sort). From reading the life story of 
Charles Peter Johnson, they were farming when they went to Green 
River, UT. As it is there where they made such a good investment 
when they sold their farms for $90.00 an acre profit. (See Charles 
Peter Johnsons, life story, page 3) 

THEODORE JOHNSON was born 16 Nov 1903 at Green River, UT. second 
child and first son of Niels Mathis and Florence TUCKER JOHNSON. 
Between 1905 and before July 1906, Charles and his three married 
sons were thinking of going to South America to live and work, 
(told to me by Orval), but before they got to go, they found a lot 
of land in Idaho, between Shoshone and Richfield. They purchased 
a large tract of land at Marley, where all the families, but two or 
three, belonged to the Johnsons. It was good land that had been 
covered with sage brush, which is the best kind of land for farm¬ 
ing. The Johnsons all built big two-story houses, and improved 
the land until they had many hundreds of acres. They created the 
town of Marley. They built a post office and a store, which Niels 
ran. They also built a school, which was used for the LDS church 
services until the Richfield Ward church house was built. The 3RD 
child, GLADYS MARY JOHNSON was born 14 July 1906, at Shoshone, ID. 
and died Jan of 1908. They had five children born in Marley, ID. 
CLE0NA FLORENCE JOHNSON born 28 Jan 1908, ORVAL NIELS JOHNSON born 
7 June 1909, NORA IDA JOHNSON born 14 Apr 1911, LAURA ANNIE JOHNSON 
born 14 Sep 1913, and THELMA GERTRUDE JOHNSON was born 6 July 1915. 

17 Dec. 1915 - On Friday 17, Niels Johnson’s store building at 
Marley took fire and burned to the ground. The fire was discovered 
by John Turner who came over to do some trading. Mr. Johnson had 
locked up the store and gone down to the creek to look after some 
traps that he had out for coyotes. Mr. Turner noticed smoke in the 
room, and called Mrs. Johnson who was in their home, which was next 
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F1orence

to the store. Upon entering 
the building they discovered 
the fire near the flu. Mrs. 
Johnson called the neighbors 
and Louis Johnson was soon on 
the scene as was also a Mr. 
Tapper, who happened along at 
that time. They coupled the 
hose on to the hydrant and 
soon had a stream playing on 
the fire, however the water 
soon gave out. Other neigh¬ 
bors soon came and all turned 
to getting out the goods and 
they succeeded in saving more 
than 50% of the stock. 

The building and stock was 
covered by $4000.00 insurance 
which covered the loss. Mr. 
Johnson was fortunate in hav¬ 
ing only recently renewed his 
insurance. The origin of the 
fire is not known, but it is 
supposedly to have caught 
from a defect in the pipe or 
flu. The safe containing the 
Post Office records, stamps, 

etc. were saved. 

24, Dec. 1915 - Niels Johnson 
wishes through the Recorder, 
to thank the friends and 
neighbors who rendered such 
prompt and valuable assis¬ 

tance at the fire which destroyed his store last week. 

18 Feb 1916 - The Niels Johnson claim has been settled in full 
by the St. Paul Fire and Marine Insurance Co., represented here by 
T. B. Brush, who handed Niels a check for $3865.00. And now the 

in voices showed over $1300.00 saved. This is the first loss Mr. 

Brush has had in his several years as agent for various companies, 
and his agency has stood at the top of the list. 

15 May, 1916 - The sale of Niels Johnson’s at Marley was a suc¬ 
cess. However, they were unable to finish and the sale will be con¬ 

tinued next Saturday under the same arrangements. 

After the fire the Niels Johnson family moved to Price, UT. once 
more. There Niels had a vulcanizing shop. (I found a sales slip 
of Niels purchasing the equipment in the Vulcanizing Shop dated 5 
Oct 1916, for 1 Haywood Model H Vulcanizing Plant together with 
all material, tools, and equipment thereunto belonging and used in 
connection therewith; also one 1 1/2 horse power Fairbanks Morse 
Gasoline Engine. Free from all encumbrances and fully paid for. 

Theodore went to school, worked in the shop with his father, and 

also as a delivery boy for the Telegraph Office. Using his bike 
to deliver them. 

Due to Niels health, the family moved back to Idaho, at this time 
going to Emmett, ID. Grandpa Johnson was living in Emmett at the 
time. Later the family moved to Melba, ID. on a small farm. 
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In 1923, Theodore and his father went out to CA. where they got 

a job working with a construction company putting in the irrigation 

system at Macdoel, CA. In 1924, Orval also went to CA. with the 
Bramsted family, and a little later Florence and the other children 
came out. All but Vera, who had married and remained in Idaho for 
a few years before they moved out. Niels and family lived on the 
beautiful Prather Ranch in Butte Valley, just out of Macdoel at the 
foot of Ball Mountain. A group of five families from Idaho had pur 
chased or leased this Ranch. 

They lived there about 5 years, when most of the other families 
moved back to Idaho and the Johnsons moved into Macdoel, where 
Niels was the town constable for awhile. Because of Niels poor 

health, the family did a lot of moving, trying out different cli¬ 

mates and different doctors. They moved to Biggs, CA. in 1930, and 
then to Gridley, where he was going to a doctor at Marysville. In 
1932 they moved back to Butte Valley, to Bray, CA. Niels was very 
sick and passed away 17 Sep 1932, just ten before his 57th birth¬ 
day. He was buried in the Biggs—Grid1ey Cemetery, between Biggs 
and Gridley. 

FLORENCE TUCKER, wife of Niels Johnson, was born 29 Sep 1873, in 
Ashe Co. No. Car. to Moses Tucker Sr. and Mary Jane Dollar. She was 
the 3rd child and 2nd daughter, with two brothers born after her. 
Her mother, Mary Jane, died 20 July 1876, leaving a baby just four 
and a half months old. 

In 1877 Moses Tucker Sr. married Emeline TUCKER, sister of Mary 
Jane. Moses and Emeline had 6 children. In later years I, (Marie 
Johnson) knew and talked to Emeline, quite a bit, and she told me 
how, when she was a small girl during the Civil War, the Northern¬ 
ers came and killed their cow and burned the house, so she didn’t 
exactly know when she was born only May 1846 or 1847. Emeline died 
15 June 1938 at Richfield, ID. and buried in Cleveland, UT. 

Florence and her two sisters, Loretta and Ida, who married the 
three oldest Johnson brothers lived close by each other for many 
years while they were having their children. The other brothers 
and their families also lived close by. After Niels lost his home 
they sold out and moved, the rest started scattering, only Louis 
and Ida continued to live on their farm in Marley. 

Florence lived in Bray 
most of the time after Niels 
died. Vera and her family, 

Orval and his family were 
living in Bray or near Bray, 
most of the time. Cleona 
and family lived near K. 

Falls, Or. Ted and family 
in Dorris, Ca. Laura at 
Roseville, and later at 
Hornbrook. Thelma and fam¬ 
ily in Lincoln, and Nora 
and family lived in Biggs. 

Florence passed away 11 
June 1939 at Yreka and was 
buried at Biggs-Grid1ey 
cemetery, beside her Niels. 

Florence had 17 grand- Laura, Ted, Florence, Cleona Hurlbut, 
children, there were 13 Thelma, Nora North, Orval, Vera Simpson 
more born after she died. Seated: Niels Johnson, 21 Feb 1932

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VERA EMELINE TUCKER was born 17 Mar 1902 at 
Sunnyside, UT. the oldest child of Niels Mathis and 
Florence TUCKER JOHNSON. The family moved to Green 
River, UT. where her father, his two brothers, Pete 
and Louis and their father, Charles, had a large 
farm. They were offered a good price for their farm 
and sold it and moved to Lincoln County, ID. There 
they purchased a large tract of land. They built 
the town of Marley. They built a railroad siding, 
a school house a store and Post Office, that Niels 
had. Sometime later the other brothers came to 
Marley and bought land. At one time the Johnson 
Vera families had seven two-story houses built. Vera 

could remember when the school was in their home 
before the school house was built. 

Her brother Ted was born in Green River, UT. Gladys was born 14 
July 1906 at Shoshone, ID. Gladys died the next January just before 
Cleona was born 28 Jan 1908 in Marley. Orval was born 7 June 1909, 
Nora born 14 Apr 1911, Laura born 14 Sep 1913 and Thelma born 6 
July 1915. 

Vera went to grade school in Marley. She had a lot of cousins 
to go to school with, and to play with, as her Father, and his two 
brothers, Pete and Louis married her mother, Florence's 2 sisters, 
Loretta and Ida. That made all of them double cousins. Also 2 
more of her fathers' brothers, Oscar and Willie, married, sisters, 
LaVerne and LaPreal Chidester. In fact there were mostly Johnsons 
1 iving in Mar 1ey. 

17 Dec. 1915, the store and Post Office burned, they saved some 
things, and the stamps and other stuff from the Post Office and 
the store. They had insurance and got a settlement, and sold the 
stock they saved from the store. This was 5 May, 1916, when they 
had the sale, and also the following week, they sold the rest. 

The following taken from a news items. 5 May 1916 - Marley has 
a big time. Little school house is the scene of much enjoyment. 
Last Saturday night, J.S. Hartshorn, the auctioneer of Jerome, Id. 
invited us to take a ride with him to Marley and see how they pull 
off a dance down there. After some coaxing, we decided to go and 
so piled into his little tin Willie and started for the scene of 
the big dance and we sure rambled, for J.S. 
can drive a Ford as fast as he can sell 
things from the stump and you know THAT is 
with some speed. We arrived in the main 
street of our neighboring city and thought 
that we were driving down the main thorough¬ 
fare of some Metropolitan City from the num¬ 
ber of autos and buggies that were lined up 
along the curbing, but the greatest surprise 
of all was the number of people that were 
packed in that little school house. There 
were people from Shoshone, Jerome, Richfield 
and in fact from all the surrounding country. 

There were about a hundred and fifty people Kenny, Earl, Forrest, 
present. The music was furnished by Ernest Clay on top of cab 
Jacobson of Richfield and Art Hutchinson of 1931 

Shoshone, and it was some music too. The many 

people present was so enjoying it that they would have gladly 
danced without a stop had the musicians been able to play without a 
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breath. Mr. Fagin acted as floor manager and favored the many 
dancers with a varied program, giving them everything from a one 
half step to the Marley squeeze. The people of Marley sure know 
how to pull off a dance that pleases the young people and are to be 
congratulated. The clock ran out at ten minutes to twelve and so we 
are unable to state what time the dance broke up. 

After Niels’ store burned, the family moved to Price, UT. 
Where Niels had a Vulcanizing shop. The four older children went 
to school. Ted had a job at the telegraph office, delivering their 
telegrams. The family later moved to Emmett, Id. and later they 
moved to Melba, ID. 

It was in Melba that Vera met her 
future husband, RALPH STACKPOLE SIMPSON. 
They were married 10 Nov 1921 at Cald¬ 
well, ID. They had 3 boys while living 
in Melba, FORREST RALPH SIMPSON born 1 
Aug 1923, EARL NIELS SIMPSON born 14 Jan 
1925 and KENNETH ORVAL SIMPSON born 7 
Aug 1926. 

In 1927 before Kenneth was a year old, 
Ralph, Vera and boys moved to Macdoel, 
CA. in Butte Valley, where Vera’s family 
had moved in 1924. 

While living at Macdoel, Vera had her 
4th son, CLAY JACK SIMPSON born 18 Aug 
1928 at Tennant, CA. where Vera was 
staying with her sister, Cleona, during 
the last of her pregnancy. Soon after 
Clay was born, Vera and Ralph moved to Bray, CA. where they had 
purchased the Bray Grocery Store. 

They later bought a building 
and moved it across the street 
and built a restaurant and Ser¬ 
vice Station out of it. Their 
business was pretty good, and in 
the spring 1939, Ralph, Ted, 

Vera’s brother, and a friend, 

Harold Goode, purchased the old 
Hammond Ranch in Scott Valley, 

4 miles down Scott River Road 
from Fort Jones, CA. 

The Ranch had over a thousand 
acres, land on both sides of the 
Scott River. They farmed the 
land, growing alfalfa, grain and 
pasture. They purchased a herd 
of sheep to graze on the pasture. 

In July of 1939 Orval Johnson, 

Vera's other brother, bought Harold Goode out, and moved to the 
ranch to farm with the others. All three families lived there for 
a couple of years, when Ted sold his share to Ralph, and moved back 
over to Butte Valley. 

In about 1940, Ralph’s niece, Maxine Kennedy, from Tennesee came 
to live with the Simpsons, because she had asthma so bad when she 
lived in Tenn. She made her home with them until she was married. 
Maxine went to school for two or three years at the Lone Star 
school out by the ranch with Marilyn, Valeda & Annetta Johnson, and 
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Ralph & Vera Simpson 
at Nampa, ID.

In the fall of 1942, 
Orval sold out to Ralph 
and moved to Etna, CA. to 
the Wilson Ranch. When 
they moved Maxine went to 
the school in Fort Jones 
where the Simpson boys 
were going. 

The Simpsons continued 
living on the ranch for 
many years. The boys al1 
finished school, all four 
being in High School at 
the same time. Helping on 
the ranch during the sum¬ 
mers and after school. 

After war was declared 
in 1941, Forrest joined the Local Scott Valley State Guard Unit and 
later served in the army. He and Kenny took infantry training to¬ 
gether at Camp Roberts. Ca. Earl stayed and helped his father on 
the ranch. Clay went into the Service just before it ended, so did- 
not get too much involved in the war. 

Ralph had a beautiful new home built on the Ranch in later years 
and lived there for quite a few years, when they finally sold the 

ranch, when it got to much work for Ralph. Earl kept quite a few 

acres to farm, and built a nice new home on the property. 

Vera and Ralph, moved to Greenview, CA. and lived for awhile. 
Later, when Earl and Dottie sold out and moved to Idaho, Vera and 

Ralph lived in the new home Earl had built. Later Ralph and Vera 

sold the house and ground where Earl had built, and moved to Nampa, 
ID. not too far from where Earl and Dottie lived. 

RALPH STACKPOLE SIMPSON was born 28 Nov 1897 at Niota, TN. son 
of John Forrest and Hattie WALLACE Simpson. He passed away Mother’s 
Day morning 13 May 1972. Vera passed away 21 July 1991 in Boise, 
They are both buried at Nampa, ID. Dottie and Earl have both passed 
away. Kenneth passed away 15 Sep 1991. Forrest passed away 31 Mar 
1992. Vera’s granddaughter, Pattie Mattlingly passed away 12/5/92. 

Vera and Ralph had 10 grandchildren and 16 great grandchildren.

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FORREST RALPH SIMPSON was 
born 1 Aug 1923, oldest child 
and son of Ralph Stackpole and 
Vera Emeline JOHNSON SIMPSON. 

He was born in Melba, ID. 

When he was three his family 
moved to the Prather Ranch in 
Butte Valley, Siskiyou Co., CA. 

His mother coming by train with 
the two smaller boys, Earl and 
Kenny. Forrest came with his 
dad in a Model T Ford. His 
youngest brother, Clay was born 
in Tennant, CA., where his aunt 
Cleona Hall 1ived. 

His father, Ralph, bought a 
1927 Chevrolet truck and hauled 
lumber for L.D. (Lou) Parsons 
out of Red Rock Valley. Also 
in 1927, the family moved to 
Bray, CA., where Ralph and Vera 
bought into a partnership with 
Vera's father and Jack Hall. 

He attended the one-room Orr 
Lake Elementary School at Bray, 
for eight years. He was the 
only one in his class all 
through grammar school. He about being the smartest one in his 
class when he graduated (being the only one!). After school he 
restocked shelves, put eggs in cartons, swept floors, washed win¬ 
dows and helped in many other ways around the store. Later his dad 
bought a building in Bray, moved it across the road by the store 
and converted it into a service station, lunch counter and bar. 
Here Forrest washed dishes. "Lots of them", by helping, his dad 
bought him a bicycle, and this enhanced his life. Often he was up 
early and rode his bike for miles before breakfast, extending his 
knowledge of the area. The four boys had the enjoyment of growing 
up in the little town, running free in the sage brush and juniper 
trees, putting nails and bottle caps on the railroad tracks, visit¬ 
ing the lookout on Orr Mt. the Leaf C.C.C. Camp, (Civilian Conser¬ 
vation Corps) playing along Butte Creek and Orr Lake. 

Forrest started High School in Dorris, CA. but a major change 
took place in his life. When his parents sold the store and moved 
to a 1700 acre ranch in Scott Valley, in partnership with Vera's 
brother, Ted and a friend, Harold Goode. Later Drval bought Harold 
Goode out and a few years later Ralph bought both brothers out. 

The years at Fort Jones High busy, happy ones. The boys were 
popular and always included in get—to—gethers and picnics as they 
brought chicken sandwiches and cream puffs which their mother made 
from the ranch products. All four boys were in high school at the 
same time, and all playing sports.

The school bus was too slow, so the boys rode 
their bikes, then they could get home and grab a 
handful of raisins and cookies and head for the 
tractors in the fields, and the chores. They had 
cattle, sheep, hogs, chickens and sometimes a few 
rabbits and turkeys. They raised their own stock 
feed, mostly grains and alfalfa. 

Forrest graduated in 1942 and then worked full 
time for his dad on the ranch. He met and became 
engaged to WILOGENE ’Woodie’ MAUDE ALEXANDER, 
dau. of Charles Morey and Mary Margaret RATATZ 
ALEXANDER. Woodie was born 31 May 1924. 

After war was declared in 1941, Forrest joined 
the local Scott Valley State Guard Unit and later 
served in the United States Army. He and his 
brother, Kenneth, took Infantry Basic Training 
together at Camp Roberts, CA. While home on leave Forrest & Woodie 
for 9 days, he and his fiancee, Woodie, were mar¬ 
ried 4 May 1945, in Yreka. He then reported for duty at Fort Ord 
and was sent to Pittsburg, CA. where they took a stern-wheeler 
river boat to Pier 13, in San Francisco and embarked on the Liberty 
ship, the "Carlos Carillo". 

Thirty two days later, after brief stops at Forrest & Woodie 
Pearl Harbor, Ulithea and Einewetok, they went ninety miles north 
of Manila to the site of the infamous Japanese prisoner of war 
camp, Cabana Tuan, where the 43rd Infantry Division was based. 
Here he was assigned to the 43rd Mechanized Cavalry Reconnaissance 
Troop. 

While there they received official notification that a new type 
bomb had been dropped on Japan and the war was expected to end 
soon. After the hostilities ended with Japan's surrender, he re¬ 
members in the middle of the night, the word came down to break 

camp. Forrest was assigned to drive his jeep to Manila the next 

day and return to camp. They were instructed to give their ammuni¬ 
tion to the forward echelon headed for Japan. He never saw the camp 
again, as a sergeant brought his barracks bag and told him to head 
for the beach. Still with his Jeep, they went by LSM (Landing ship 
medium) to Japan. Due to a severe storm, and a typical Army, these 
LSMs reached Japan before the advance echelon. After landing on the 
beach close to Yokohama, the next few days were spent driving his 
Jeep for a G-2 (Intelligence) Major from the 43rd division. There 
were fox-holes everywhere, the Japanese people were prepared to 

fight to the last man, woman or child, but because Emperor Hirohito 

told them not to fight, there was not one incidence. When the 43rd 
Division went home, Forrest was transferred to the 1st Cavalry Di¬ 
vision on the Western outskirts of Tokyo. The days of occupation 
became tedious. Forrest climbed their sacred Mount Fujiyama twice 
and once attended the war crimes trials being conducted in Tokyo 
when the "Tiger of Malaya" was on trial. 

After an honorable discharge, he returned to his father's 
ranch. Forrest and Woodie’s first son, DANA FORREST SIMPSON was 
born 4 Jan 1948. Their second child, PATTI ANN SIMPSON was born 
on Christmas Day, 25 Dec 1950 in Yreka, CA. 
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Forrest took his young family to San Francisco, where he worked 
for an auto dealership, S and C Motors. This was followed by a move 
to Wilmington in Southern California, where he worked full time for 
Minneapolis Honeywell and attended diesel school full time at 
Harbor College. They decided northern California was best, so 

moved back and went to work for the U.S. Forest Service as a Look¬ 
out on Collins Creek Baldy, then as TTO (Tank Truck Operator) from 
the Scott River Ranger Station in Fort Jones. A promotion to 

Dispatcher took him and his family to the Callahan Ranger Station, 

then to the Mount Hebron Ranger Station on the Gooseneck District 
in Butte Valley. While living here, their third child and second 
son, CHARLES RALPH SIMPSON was born 18 July 1957, at Yreka, CA. 

Forrest's next promotion took him and his family to the Seiad 
Valley Ranger Station where Forrest was FCO (Fire Control Officer). 
A11 of these moves were within the Klamath National Forest. Having 

moved four times within five years for the Forest Service, he deci¬ 

ded to settle his family in the county seat of Yreka, where he was 
employed by the Siskiyou County Road Department as Draftsman. This 
led to Engineering Technician and then to Right of Way Agent until 
he retired in 1983. His knowledge of the county was an invaluable 
help throughout his working life. 

Forrest provided a home for his mother-in-law for the last 18 
years of her life. He enjoyed checking the weather, hiking, target 
practice, compact music discs, reading and visiting the many areas 
with which he was familiar, in Siskiyou County. 

Forrest was in bad health the last few yrs. He had cancer real¬ 
ly bad. He passed away 31 Mar 1991. Forrest and Woodie had six 
grandchildren. Charles and Ruth had 2, Sara Sue and Tessa Arlene. 
Patti and her first husband had 2, Alexander and Nathaniel Jackson. 
Charles and Andy had 2, Nicole and Jack Simpson. 

Forrest and Woodie's daughter, Patti Simpson Mattingly died, 5

As a 
child he moved many times with 
his family, attending schools in

THEODORE (Ted) JOHNSON was born 16 
Nov 1903 at Green River, UT. the 2nd 
child and 1st son of Niels Mathis and 
Florence TUCKER JOHNSON. There he 
lived until 1906 when the family moved 
to Marley, ID. Ted’s father, Niels, 
his grandfather, Charles Peter Johnson 
and Niels’ 2 older brothers, Pete and 
Louis, moved to Idaho, and purchased a 
large tract of land. 

They built the town of Marley, a 
siding for the branch of the railroad. 

They also built a school house, and 
his father, Niels, had a store and 
the Post Office. Ted had a lot of

Niels, and his 2 older brothers, Pete 
and Louis, married his mother and her 
2 sisters, Loretta and Ida. This made 
them all double cousins. Then when 
Niels’ other brothers and sisters were 
married, most of them lived in Marley, 
and they all had large families. At 
one time there were 7 big two—story 
houses, with over a thousand acres of 
land. Most of the town of Marley was 
Johnsons. Here they all went to school Ruby & Theodore Johnson 
together, played together.

ing on their respective farms after 
school and during the summer holidays. 

Ted remembers that when he was small, his grandfather had a lot 
of pack rats. Grandfather would give me a nickle or a dime to trap 
them. 1 would go down each day to check my traps before school. One 
morning 1 found a skunk in one trap. I heard you could drown them 
in the river, so I got a garden rake and got the skunk hooked on 
and took it to the river and drowned it. Then went on to school. I 
didn't realize that I smelled like skunk. But they wouldn’t let me 
in school. I had a vacation that day. 

17 Dec 1915 a great change came into the lives of Ted’s family, 
the store and post office caught fire, a man passing by saw the 
flames and told Florence about it, she was in the house in the next 

lot, she called for the neighbors. Soon 
Louis Johnson and others seeing the 
the flames, came and they got hoses con¬ 
nected, and started to check the flames, 
but soon the water was low, the place 
burned pretty bad, but they saved some 
of the merchandise, and the stamps and 
things in the post office were saved. 
Niels was out checking his traps, and 
wasn't there at first. The building was 
insured, it wasn’t a total loss. 

Niels sold what things were salvaged 
at this time, sold out and moved his 
Ruby & Ted family to Price, UT. in 1916. Niels 

35th Anniversary bought a Vulcanizing shop, and ran it. 
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Ted worked as a delivery boy, for the Telegraph Company, delivering 
telegrams, with his new bicycle, and also going to school, and 
helping in the shop. 

Later Ted’s family moved back to Idaho, this time to Emmett for 
a while, and then to Melba, where Ted went to school. When he was 
about 21, he and his father went to California, to work on an irri¬ 
gation project that was being built in Macdoel, CA. "The Macdoel 
Irrigation District." He used a horse and scraper to help dig the 
ditches. Then they went into hauling lumber from Lou Parson’s saw 
mill to Dorris, CA. 

For a few years Ted worked at Gridley and Biggs, CA. first in 
the cannery at Gridley and then in the Rice mill at Biggs. He then 
went back to Butte Valley and got a job at Lou Parson's saw mill, 
out in Red Rock, a few miles out from Mount Hebron, CA. (1932).

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ORVAL NIELS JOHNSON, the fifth child 
and second son of Niels Mathis and 
Florence TUCKER JOHNSON, was born 7 
June 1909 at Marley, ID. There were 
five girls and two boys, Gladys having 
died in Jan. of 1908, when she was 
about 1 1/2 years old. The others all 
lived to adulthood. 

Orval’s father had a store and the 
post office for about nine years in 
Marley, but it burned down when Orval 
was about 6 years old. There were a 
lot of cousins to play with each 
other, as all the uncles had big 
families. They all lived close by for 
the first years, until the store and 
post office burned down. Some were 
double cousins, as Niels, Pete and 
Louis had married 3 sisters, Florence, 
Loretta and Ida Tucker. His Oscar and 
Bill married 2 sisters, LaVerne and 
LaPreal Chidester. 

When the store burned down, the 
insurance company paid for the lost 
merchandise, and they sold the mer¬ 
chandise that had been saved. 

They sold their place in Marley and 
Orval Niels Johnson moved to Price, UT. There they lived a

In 1924, Orval made a most exciting trip to ^ 

California, with the Bramsted family, Mr. & Mrs. J 
Hyrum Bramsted, daughter, Cleo, and an invalid son, 

Alvin. The trip took seven days. Mr. Bramsted had f 
never driven a car, but one day he went into << ... « * 

Caldwell, Id. and bought an old Dodge touring car. 

He cut the back off just behind the front seat and 
made a truck bed with a covered canvas top on it, 
that resembled a covered wagon. They started the 
trip to California with Mrs. Bramsted sitting in a 
chair in the covered part, with the invalid boy in 
a wheel-chair. Mr. Bramsted, Cleo and Orval sat in 
the front seat. Orval 

As they were driving along in the late afternoon 
of the first day, a train started to pass them. Cleo and Orval said 
to Mr. Bramsted, "Let’s see if we can keep up with the train." In 
those days the railroad track and the highway went along side of 
each other with a deep bar-pit between. They were going along and 
the canvas started to rip, and Mr. Bramsted looked around to see 
what was happening, and when he did so, he turned the steering 
wheel the way he turned to look and the car, of course, started 
down into the bai—pit. Orval jumped out and stood on the running 
board to keep the car from tipping over, as Mr. Bramsted eased the 
car down into the bai—pit, and that is where they spent the first 
night.

As they were driving in toward Portland, a day or so later, 
there was a railroad crossing the highway at an angle, with a red 
light swinging. Mr. Bramsted generally drove down the road with 
one wheel on the shoulder of the road, so when the outside wheel 
hit the railroad track, it took the car down the track, instead 
of going across the tracks, killing the engine. Always before, when 
Mr. Bramsted killed the car it took two or three tries to get the 
car started again, but this time, for some reason, the car started 
the first time, he put the car into reverse and backed back off the 
track and onto the road, just as the train went by. 1 think the 
Lord was looking after them that time. Mr. Bramsted was a very 
good, religious man and had been living his religion. They finally 
made it to California, where Orval's father and brother, Ted were 
working. Orval has lived in California ever since. 

Orval finished High School haphazardly, having to work before 
school was out in the spring, and after school started in the fall. 
He went his sophomore and junior years, at Macdoel. There was 
one teacher in the morning at Macdoel. The principal and two 
teachers, being at the High School in Dorris, for the morning 
sessions, when the principal and one teacher would come to Macdoel 
for the afternoon classes, and the other teacher would remain in 
Dorris for the afternoon classes. Making three teachers at Dorris 
in the morning and three teachers in Macdoel in the afternoon. 
The principal, Mr. Bates, taught science classes, and the boys 
physical education. One lady teacher, taught English, math., sew¬ 
ing and girls physical education. The other lady teacher that 
stayed at Macdoel taught typing and foreign languages. The only 
physical education, was playing baseball when the weather permit¬ 
ted. Orval’s senior year, the schools were combined and all went 
to Dorris. There were only three seniors, one girl, Florence 
Snyder, one boy, Leon Smith and Orval, when he graduated June 1928. 

Orval drove a logging truck during the summer and later drove a 
lumber truck, hauling lumber from Lou Parson’s Lumber Mill to 
Dorris, about 25 miles. 

While Orval was in his Junior year 
of high school he met his future wife, 

Marie Darley, when she moved to Macdoel 
and started to school at Macdoel. When 
Orval was a senior and Marie was a jun¬ 
ior, the high school put on a school 
play called "The Patsy". Orval was the 
leading man, and Marie was the leading 
lady. Orval was also in other plays, 
singing second lead in an operetta. 

Orval married MARIA (Marie) PARKINSON 
DARLEY 28 Nov 1929, at Oroville, CA., 
at the famed Orange and Olive Exposi¬ 
tion. The paper stated that there were 
between 6000 and 7000 people in attend¬ 
ance that night. All the arrangements 
for taking part in the wedding was made 
by Orval's mother and sister, Nora, who 
were living in Biggs, CA. Nora was the 
same age as Marie so they had exchanged 
graduation pictures. Nora too her pic¬ 
ture of Marie and one of Orval to Oro¬ 
ville, to the Exposition committee, and

So here we were in full formal 
attire and they only semi-formal. He could have rented a tuxedo in 
Oroville, so all that expense for nothing. The couple didn’t make 
it in time for the rehearsal, so Marie walked down the aisle with 
the mayor of Oroville and with all the attendants, the little 
flower girl and the little ring bearer. Marie and Orval were mai— 
ried first. Then the other bride and the man that gave her away, 
the president of some lodge in Oroville, and her matron of honor, 
walked down the aisle last, and that couple were married. 

Orval and Marie lived in Macdoel the winter of 1929-30, Orval 
getting a job here or there as the depression had started in 1929. 
Orval finally went on a job over the other side of Ball Mountain, 
with his brother, Theodore and his cousins, Evert and Kenneth John¬ 
son. Marie stayed at Macdoel and finished her year of school as a 
post-graduate, that she had started the fall before she quit school 
to get married. She hadn't been able to take any bookkeeping in her 
years at high school, she had gone back to take bookkeeping and 
also took more Spanish and advanced algebra at Dorris High. 

After school was out she went and cooked for Orval and the others. 
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In the fall of 1930 Orval went to Gridley to find work as there 
was no work to be had up around Macdoel and Dorris. Orval went to 
work at Libby's Fruit Cannery in Gridley, and was living in the 
housing there at the cannery. A few months later, Marie moved down 
to Gridley, but without her working there they couldn’t live in the 
cabins the cannery furnished for the workers. So Orval and Marie 
moved to Biggs, to live with his sister and brother-in-law, Nora 
and Cap North. Ted was already staying there, and later when it was 

time for school to start, his sister, Thelma came to 
stay with Nora also. So they had a full house. 

Orval and Marie soon found a house to rent at 
Biggs and moved in.

On 25 July 1939, Orval and family moved to Scott Valley, about 4 
miles down river from Fort Jones, where Orval had bought into a 
partnership with Ralph Simpson, his brothei in—law and his brother, 
Ted Johnson. The 3 families lived on the Old Hammond Ranch, farm¬ 
ing, raising hay and grain, and had a herd of sheep for a while. 

While at the Hammond Ranch, Orval, Marie and the 4 children made 
a trip to Salt Lake City, UT. They went to the Salt Lake Temple and 
Orval and Marie for sealed as husband and wife, then the 4 children 
Marilyn, Valeda, Annetta and Keith were sealed to them for time and 
eternity. They stayed with Orval’s uncle and aunt, Mason and 
Florence Tucker. They spent about ten days visiting Orval and 
Marie’s relatives in Utah and then on to Idaho, to visit some of 
Orval's father’s brothers and families.

Orval sold out to Ralph Simpson in 
leased a ranch at of Etna, CA. known 
Ranch, about 2 miles north of Etna. 

While they were living there, their 2nd son and 
5th child, DAVID LLOYD JOHNSON was born 4 Jan 1943 
at Etna, Ca. in the brick building known as the 
birthplace of Senator Randolph Collier. 

On 27 Jan 1945, DUANE REED JOHNSON, their 3rd boy 
and 6th child, was born at Mol lie Bogue’s residence 
on the Sawyers Bar road out of Etna. 

They lived at the Wilson Ranch, milking about ten 
head of cows, had a herd of sheep, 
and raised grain and hay. 

On 21 February 1945, they leased the Deas Ranch, 
on the highway between Etna and Callahan. They 
milked a few cows, raised hay and grain. They lived 
there five years. 

Then they leased the old Mathews 
place, known as the Star Ranch, in 
1949 a mile down river from Fort 
Jones. They had a 1000 acres farm 
They raised hay and grain. While 
living at the Star Ranch, their 
fourth daughter and seventh child 

JENEVA MARLENE JOHNSON was born 9 Mar 1953 at 
Yreka, CA. She had the same doctor as her older 
sister, Annetta had had when she was born 19 years 
before in 1934. 

After five years on the Star Ranch in Dec 1955, 
Orval leased a ranch out from Grenada, in Shasta 
Valley, where they lived until Mar 1957. 

In the spring of 1957 they moved back to Scott 
Valley, and leased a dairy, milking 100 head of cows, growing grain 
and hay on the ranch known as the Green Ranch, 6 miles from 
Etna, and four miles from Callahan.

Orval sold the dairy cows in 1964 and went to work for Glen 
Barnes, living in the first red house from Horn Lane. While living 
there The Flood of 1964 happened, when a lot of bridges were washed 
out. Etna was shut in for three days, without any produce or trucks 
coming in or out. Food supply got low in just a short time. Orval 
was on the east side of the valley, so he could get out to go to 
Callahan or Fort Jones and Yreka. They were lucky they weren’t 
still on the dairy, as the cows had to be milked night and morning 
and the milk poured out on the ground so the tank could hold the 
next milking. 

Orval and family then moved back over to the Deas Ranch. These 
ranches were leased by Glen Barnes, and Orval helped work them. 

In 1965 Orval changed jobs and went to work for Charles Hovenden 
on the Old Hovenden Ranch, it had been in the family for over 100 
years. The ranch had a lot of cleaning up to do after the flood. 
The Hovenden’s sold out in 1967 or 68 and Orval then worked for the 
new owners. The ranch was renamed "Rancho Del Sol". Orval and 
Marie had lived on the Hovenden place the longest time they had 
ever lived anywhere in their married life. It had been nine years. 
Orval moved from the ranch in 1974 and went to work for Tobias, for 
about four months, but the new job didn’t work out. 
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Orval did odd jobs at the dif¬ 
ferent ranches and they lived in 
Etna on lower main street for two 
years. Then lived up in the Bill 
Krueger place for another 2 years, 
the last 3 years of that time he 
had gone back out to work at the 
ranch. In 1978 they moved back to 
the big white house at Rancho del 
Sol . 

On 10 June 1979 they celebrated 
their 50th Wedding Anniversary. 
They celebrated it early so Keith, 
the oldest son and his family 
could be with them, as they were 
planning on to moving to Minnesota 
in June, and wouldn’t be able to 
make it back in November. 

Orval and Marie and their first 
four children made a trip to Salt 
Lake City in June of 1942 to do 
their temple work. Orval and Marie 
were sealed to them for time and 



eternity. 

They then visited with some of 
their relatives in Utah and Idaho 
before coming back to the Valley. 

Orval was working at "Rancho 
del Sol", when on the morning of 

18 Aug 1980 he went to work and — " 

sometime during the day, between 9 Orval Johnson — 1950 

9 and 4 in the afternoon he had a 

a massive stroke. When he was found, around 4 p.m. they took him 
first to the hospital in Yreka, and then to Medford by ambulance. 
He never regained consciousness, and died 29 Aug 1980. 

Orval was a hard worker, working at saw-mills, falling timber, 
working at the rice mill, working for the State highway, farming 
and dairying. 

Orval’s first church calling was superin¬ 



tendent of the Sunday School in the Etna 
Branch of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. 2nd counselor to the Br. 
President, Alden Ayres, then 1st counselor 
to branch president, Earl Hiett. 

On Father's Day June 1950 he was sustained 
as Branch President. He was Branch President 
for 5 years and 7 months. He was released 
when he moved out of the Valley. While liv¬ 
ing on the ranch leased out of Grenada, the 
family went to the Yreka Branch, and Orval 
was sustained as 2nd couns. to the Yreka Br. 
Pres. When he moved back over to Etna, he 
he was sustained as Br. Clerk, and when the 
Ward was formed, he was Ward Clerk. He held 
this job until his death, almost 20 years. 

Among Orval's hobbies were fishing, hunting 


and flying. He flew for several years and

enjoyed it very much but it was 
expensive and he was too busy 
farming and making a living 
for his growing family. 

MARIA PARKINSON DARLEY was 
born 5 Nov 1911 at Wellsville, 
UT. to Frederick Thirkell and 
Maria Greer PARKINSON DARLEY. 

She lived in Wellsville, for 
6 years. Then the family moved 
to Rexburg, ID. where she went 
to grammar school, graduating 
from 8th grade, in a class of 
108 students, she was the 3rd 
to the shortest in the class. 

When she was 15, the family 
moved to Calif. She graduated 
from Butte Valley High 7 June 
1929 in Dorris, CA. in a class 
of 9 students. 

She lived in St. Anthony, 
ID. Venice, CA. and Salt Lake 
City, UT. in between Rexburg, 
ID. twice and then moving to 
Macdoe1, CA. 

Marie was Postmaster at Bray, 
Bray, CA. for 2 years, while 
Orval was working for the California State Highway Maintenance. 
Department at Bray, CA. 

While they lived in Etna & Fort Jones, she was President of the 
P.T.A. for two years in each town. While in Yreka, Marie was 
president of MIA, a Sunday school teacher, 2nd counselor in Relief 
Society. While she lived in Fort Jones and Etna, she was Relief 
Society President twice. President of the MIA, at different times, 
secretary of both Relief Society and Primary, was secretary of each 
organization for about 20 years, being secretary of both organiza¬ 
tions at the same time for many years. She taught Sunday school, 
primary, genealogy, MIA, and was the dance director both at Yreka 
and Etna branches. 

In 1942 she taught the Gospel Doctrine class for one year, then 
from 1943 until 1980 she taught in Relief Society, Sunday School 
Primary. She also taught Genealogy. Marie also taught Seminary for 
3 years, from 1965 - 1968. She taught Church History the 1st year, 

the Book of Mormon the 2nd year and the Old Testament the 3rd year. 

Marie started working at the Post Office in Sep 1965 as a Post¬ 
al Clerk. She retired from the Post Office Nov 1985 at age 74 with 

twenty years. The two years at Bray making it 22 years in all.

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I, MARILYN VALERIE JOHNSON was born 21 Feb 
1931 at Orovi1 le, CA first daughter of Orval 
Niels and Marie Parkinson DARLEY JOHNSON. We 
lived in the nearby town of Biggs, my father 
was working in the rice mill, there at the 
time. When 1 was 10 mo. old mother entered 
me in a baby contest. There was a moving pic¬ 
ture made of myself and of 32 children under 
six. 1 won the $3 first prize and the movie. 

Shortly before I was a year old, mother 
and I went to Macdoel, CA, to visit her par¬ 
ents. Father stayed with his parents in Grid- 
ley and continued to work in the rice mill 
until shortly after my first birthday, which 
we celebrated in Gridley with my father, his 
brothers and sisters, their children and his 
parents. Mother and I returned to Macdoel. 

The week following, mother went to the hosp- f f T "1 

ital with appendicitis and pneumonia, she was 
also 3 mo. pregnant.

at first, but everything turned out fine. Marilyn Johnson 

through. Father came up as soon as he heard. 

He didn't return to Gridley. He finally found a job at a saw mill 
in Red Rock, near Macdoel. We lived there until shortly after my 
sister, Valeda, was born. In late summer of 1932 we moved to Bray, 
where dad started working for the State Highway Dept. 

Bray is the first place I remember living. We lived in four 
different houses there. During that time, my sister, Annetta, was 
born in 1934, and my first brother, Keith, was born in 1938. 

1 especially remember my mother working at uncle Ralph Simpson’s 
cafe, because we had to go with her, we enjoyed playing our cousins 
and each other. Later, my mother ran the Bray Post Office, which 
was in two different homes we lived in. We thought it was great to 
go with her to take the mail bag to the train. 1 started school in 

Bray, but during the third grade, we moved 
to Grass Lake. The highway maintenance 
yard had been moved there because the "new 
highway 97" was being built through there. 
We lived there until July of 1939, when we 
moved to Scott Valley. On 24 Sep 1939 I 
was baptized at Bray, under the railroad 
trestle, by my uncle, Eldon Darley. 

In Scott Valley, we moved onto a 1000+ 
acre ranch four miles down river from Fort 
Jones.

In early 1949 he joined the Army and after 
basic training he was sent to Germany where he 
served in the Special Services in Nuremburg until 
the summer of 1952. He enjoyed his years in Europe 
very much, and was discharged with the rank of 
Sergeant. 

Bud and I were married on the 14 Feb 1953 in my

He and his father 
were remodeling an old school 
house in their spare time. 1 join¬ 
ed them, along with Bud’s sister, 
Marie, who was a junior in high 
school. The school house was sold 
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in the summer of 1953 and we moved back 
to Scott Valley for a for few months. 

In Nov 1953 we decided to do some 
traveling and see where we would like 
to live. We drove down to Southern 
California and Arizona, but ended up in 
Fairfield, CA. where Bud’s brother, Ray 
and his family were living. Bud worked 
at whatever jobs he could find. He fin 
ally got on with Pacific Bell Telephone 
Company. 

WILLIAM DEAN BOGUE was born 11 Aug 
1956 in Fairfield our 1st child and son. 

When Bill was about a year old, Bud was 
transferred to Oroville. We lived there 
a couple of months while Bud helped put Marilyn, Yvonne, Bud & Bill 
in a temporary phone line for the con¬ 
struction of the Oroville Dam. Then he was sent back to Fairfield. 
We were there for a few months, then was transferred to Sonora, CA. 

1 was expecting our 2nd child, so Bill and I stayed in Fairfield 

with Bud’s sister, Marie, and her family until the baby was born. 
YVONNE MARIE BOGUE was born 4 Feb 1958 in Fairfield. We then 

joined Bud in Sonora. Near the end of that year, Bud left the phone 

company and we moved back to Fairfield. He went to work as a car¬ 
penter and I did baby sitting. After a few months we purchased our 
first home. 

However, a year later, in 1961, we sold our home and moved to 
Alaska. We went with my husband's oldest brother, Ray, his wife, 
their four sons, and Bud’s aunt Estella Hiett. We had a long, mem¬ 
orable and scenic trip stretching over a period of a month. We 
traveled gypsy style, camping and cooking out all the way. We had 

2 breakdowns and were held up doing repair work. Both of our chil¬ 

dren had mumps during this time. After reaching Anchorage, we 
first lived for a short while in a huge army tent on some property 
Ray had purchased on a trip up there the year before. We bathed at 
one neighbor's and hauled water from another. 

Verla and I got secretarial jobs at this time, but found it was 
impossible to get ready to go to work under those conditions. So 

the 11 of us moved us moved into a very small house for six months. 

During this time Bud and Ray got jobs as carpenters. Later Bud went 
to work for the Anchorage Utility, where he worked until we left 
Alaska. 

Our family bought a 55’ trailer in early 1962, where we were 
living on Good Friday during the 1964 Alaskan earthquake, an exper¬ 
ience we shall never forget. We suffered no injuries and very lit¬ 
tle damage. We were without power, water or sewer for several days 
but made do with melted snow, a propane cook stove and bundled up 

in lots of clothes. I could not get to my job, as it was near a 

badly damaged area, but Bud worked long hours helping to get the 
phones working again. South Central Alaska took a long time repair¬ 
ing the damage. I was able to go back to work in a couple of weeks 
and the children could return to school. But there were reminders 
for a long time. 

I continued working until late 1964, when 1 quit to spend more 
time with the children. However, since the time we had moved to 
Alaska, Ray had had me drawing house plans for his work as a build¬ 
ing contractor. I also designed and drew plans for friends and 
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others that needed help. 1 am 
not an architect, but have a 
knack for it and enjoy it tre¬ 
mendously. I seldom received 
money, but the reward was hav¬ 
ing something I had designed 
become a reality. 

We owned two homes in Alaska. 
The last one, an A-frame we de¬ 
signed and built ourselves, in 
our spare time. We also spent 
a lot of our spare time pros¬ 
pecting all over south central 
Alaska, doing lots of hiking, 
trail bike riding and camping. 
Sometimes as a family and other 
times with relatives and 
friends. The families all had 
camp trailers that we would 
draw into a square and have a 
campfire in the center. Each 
trailer would cook part of the 
meal, and we would all eat to- 
Marilyn & Bud gether. If it rained we put up 

connecting tarps and had a cov¬ 
ered central patio. It was nice the kids would gather in one 
trailer at times and the women would play cards and talk in another 
and the guys would talk in another, and each had a bathroom and 
al1 the conveniences of home. At other times we roughed it and 
would hike in with back—packs and set up camp. All of it was great. 
In 1974, the boss that I had worked for in the early 60’s and his 
wife, Charlie and Genn Zawacki, who had become our good friends 
opened a children’s clothing store. 1 worked for them for several 
years as manager, until we left Alaska. They were like family to 
us over the years, and were also prospecting companions. We had a 
mining claim together, which we didn’t really have time to work. 
So we ever got rich!! Char lie sold the claim after we left, and 
sent us half the money. 

In 1978, we purchased some land in Hayfork Valley in Trinity Co. 
CA. After retiring, in 1981, we again made a memorable caravan 
trip over the Alcan Highway again with some mishaps. This time we 
were with Bud's brother, Jerry, his wife, Pat and some friends from 
CA. Don and Carol Harper. In the Yukon Territory the axle of one 
of the trailers broke and we spent several interesting days out in 
the boonies completely rebuilding it with good Canadian help. 

Bud and 1 built another home on our 22+ acres near Hayfork. It 
took over a year and during this time we lived in a 21 foot travel 
trailer. Our house was just barely livable, when in early 1983 our 
valley, like many areas of northern California was heavily flooded. 
The bridge over Hayfork Creek to our property, and seven others, 
were washed out. The local doctor and a paramedic ambulance driver 
were on our side of the creek! It took us about a year, working 
with local, state and Federal agencies to replace this 140’ bridge 
At first we had to walk about a mile downstream to the next bridge, 
which was also heavily damaged. Then a logging company dropped 
some logs across the creek and the existing center abutment for us 
for us to walk across. It was risky, but quicker. All the families 
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had tu backpack supplies until 
summer, when the creek was low 
enough to ford. We were very 
happy when the new and better 
bridge was completed near the 
end of the year. 

This same year, months be¬ 
fore the new bridge was repla¬ 
ced. Yvonne and her husband, 
Dave’s kiwi orchard, near Live 
Oak, CA, also flooded out. 
They were about to lose the 
place, so we took it over. We 
continued to rent it out for a 
couple of years, then we re¬ 
modeled and sold it. 

Bud and 1 have still been 
spending a lot of our time 

prospecting. That is a good

I have also continued doing 
some free architectural work not, as much as before, but I still 
enjoy it a lot. The last was a remodel and addition for our county

Nov 1932, for the winter, while my father 
worked relief on the State Highway. Working at the sawmill the next 
summer. We finally made our home in Bray. My father was working 
part time for the State Highway, and in 1936 my mother was Post¬ 
master at the Bray Post Office. 1 went to school the 1st year and a 
half at Bray, in a one—room school, we moved to Grass Lake, I went 
to school at the one-room school at Grass Lake in 1938-39. 

In July 1939 my family moved to the Old Hammond Ranch in Scott 
Valley, four miles down river from Fort Jones, CA.

My family made a trip to Salt Lake City, in

From 
1916-1918 my father and Ted, 
my brother, managed a service 
station and vulcanizing shop. 

It was here I started to 
school.

springs near by. 

In 1918 we moved to Emmett, ID. where we lived for a while and 
then moved to Melba, ID. about 35 miles south of Emmett, near the 
Snake River. My father bought 40 acres of sagebrush land on a 
gently slopping hillside about 2 mile from town, where we children 
went to school. Father farmed different crops, potatoes, hay, 
grain, corn, etc. He also leased 40 more acres. We children helped 
out in countless ways, weeding corn and potatoes and helping in the 
hay fields. We moved from Melba, because my father could not get 
proper prices for his crops. Several families in Melba got together 
and found a place in Northern California to move to. The ranch they 
found was 1500 acres of meadows in a high valley 5000 ft. eleva¬ 
tion. Around the meadows was log cabins. My father put 3 together 
and made a very livable home. Some of the others did the same. 

The school we went to in Macdoel was a large barn-like hall and 
was divided into one large room and two smaller ones. The rest room 
was a 4x6 two-holer outside. There were three teachers in all. In 
the morning the professor and one teacher went to Dorris, where 
there was another teacher. This teacher remained at Dorris for the 
afternoon sessions with the Dorris pupils and the Professor and the 
other teacher would come down to Macdoel for the afternoon classes. 
Mr. Burkhart was the Principal, Laura Halverson was the traveling 
school teacher and Mrs. Harper was the one that stayed in Macdoel 
all the time. Mr. Burkhart taught Science and boys physical edu¬ 
cation, which consisted mostly of baseball. Miss Halverson taught 
Math, Algebra Geometry, sewing and girls physical education which 
was primarily baseball. 
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In the spring of 1927 my brothers, Ted, Qrval and I went to 
Gridley to work in the peach cannery. In Sep when it was time for 
school to start, my brothers went back home and I stayed and got a 
job in Biggs, six miles north of Gridley.

They 
lived near Klamath Falls at Weyerhaueser Saw Mill, here she had 
her beauty shop and worked until it got too much for her, being on 
her feet so much, that she had to give it up. Her one foot was 
lame, because the ligaments were too weak to hold the foot up the 
way it should have. She and Harry divorced and Laura went down to 
Lincoln and Roseville, CA. Laura loved to dance and could dance 
really well, the foot didn't seem to be too bad while she was danc¬ 
ing. She had many operations on her leg, to try to make it better, 
but because of the polio the operations didn't heal well. She had 
been in and out of hospitals since her first operation at age 14. 

She finally had to have her left leg amputated just below the 
knee. She had an artificial leg, and walked on it real well, 

Laura later married HOWARD MALCOLM and they made their home in 
Vallejo, Ca. She had at least 33 operations on her right leg and 
foot. Between operations she filled her life with friends, work, 
and hobbies. Her hobbies were crocheting, needlework and floral 
arrangements. She won prizes with entries at the Solano County 
Fair, the Vallejo Woman’s Club and Vallejo Rose society flower 
shows. She learned to crochet when she was nine years old. 

Howard Malcolm passed away in 1954. Laura later married HERMAN 
"Dutch" AUGUST SEELIG. Herman August Seelig was born 9 Nov. 1904. 
They moved to Mill Valley and bought a nice home. They lived there 
for a few years. It had stairs to go up to the main floor, and 
with her legs the way they were, they decided to sell the home and 
bought them another home that was only one story. It was a large 
beautiful home, and a lovely well-kept yard. 

Dutch passed away in 1973. Laura lived in the home until she 
passed away 27 Mar. 1977. Her sister, Nora Waite did her temple 
work, in the Los Angeles Temple, 31 March 1979.

However, a similar operation 
in April this year on her left 
foot was a complete success and 
“gave me a new- foot,” Mrs. Mal¬ 
colm said. Her tightly drawn foot 
was flattened, bones were re¬ 
moved and replaced, her toes 
straightened and the “doctor 
made me a h®el,” she said, dem¬ 
onstrating the new usefulness 
of her foot by placing it firmly 
on the floor.

The stump of her right leg re¬ 
quires more physiotheraphy and 
possibly another operation before

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ANNA EUGENIA CHRISTINA CECILIA AMELIA JOHNSON was, unlike 
her name, a simple, small, dark haired woman, with large hazel eyes 
and a flair for stylish clothes. She was born 5 May 1880 the fifth 
child and first daughter of Charles Peter and Annie CHRISTOPHERSEN 
(Bennedsen) JOHNSON. Though she was the middle child, she was quite 
indispensable. Her industrious nature was an asset to her family 
and she was saddled with many responsibilities. It was the early 
years that left such and impression on Anna. When she was two, she 
and her family moved to Price, where they inhabited a four room dug 
out on a sixty acre ranch. It was some time before a four-bedroom 
adobe house was built. There, Anna was responsible for many chores, 
including scrubbing the hard board floor with brush, soapy water, 
and sand. She was quite fond of domestic chores, and one of her 
favorite tasks, was scraping the black off pots and pans to make 
them shine. She also helped her mother make soap, cornstarch, and 
candles. And as young as she was, she was taught to card wool so 
it could be spun into yarn for their hose. On occasion, she helped 
herd the sheep and cows from the back of a pony (one of several 
around the ranch). 

A traumatic incident happened during her tenth year. Her 13 yr. 
old brother, Oliver had gone to the river to water his horse. The 
horse had become frightened over something and bolted. Oliver, who 
was still holding the horse, became entangled 
in the reins and was dragged over a potato cel¬ 
lar and past the house where a piece of his 
scalp tore off on the front steps. Anna chased 
the horse for a mile, her mind in a turmoil and 
her heart beating with a sickening thud. Her 
father was just recovering from a perilous 
accident involving a logging wagon which turned 
over on him and pinned him beneath. It left his 
leg broken in three places and now from out of 
the corner of her eye, she could see her father 
running, his face white, and strained, and then 
she saw him fal1. Anna found her brother by 
the corral, he was still entangled in the 
reins, only it didn’t really matter now, be¬ 
cause he was dead. Her father during the ex- Willie, Louis, 

citement rebroke his leg. Accidents were bound Annie & Oscar 

to happen back then and because neighbors lived 

far and few between, medical help wasn’t always available, death 
was the result. 

At the age of fourteen, Anna worked at various homes for room, 
board, and fifty cents per week so that she could go to school. 
However, when she was fifteen, she quit school and worked continu¬ 
ously. Her wage was $3.00 a week and by the time she was eighteen, 
she was making $1.00 a day, more than what any other girl in the 
community was making. It wasn’t all work and no play, however. 
Anna was very attractive and loved to dance, because of this, she 
had many admirers, regardless of their background. In fact, one 
young fellow that she liked in particular, was later discovered to 
be one of a gang of outlaws. 

Anna met CHARLES S. MYERS, in Green River, Ut. Charles was sev¬ 
eral years older than Anna, and was a widower with five children, 
CLAUD, DON, EVALYN, NELLIE and WALTER. One year after they met, 
they were married in her parent's home by a Justice of the 
Peace. After their marriage, they lived in a three room log cabin. 
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Don, Charles, Walter, Claud, Anna h Evalyn Myers 


Charles owned about forty acres on which he raised hay and fruit, 
with the help of his older boys, he freighted his fruit (all kinds) 
to Sunnyside, UT. seventy five miles away. 

From the day Anna was married, she led a very busy life, and at 
times, not so rewarding. Don and Claud were twelve and thirteen. 
Evalyn was eleven, Walter, four, and Nellie was two. Anna raised 
the three boys and Evalyn. Nellie was raised by Charles' mother, 
Amy Walters, in Shoshone, ID. The children missed their mother, so 
at first Anna had a hard time, but Walter, however soon loved his 
new mother as his own. 

ARCHIE MYERS was born in Green River, UT. RUBY MYERS was born 
in Price, UT. The first two children of Charles and Anna JOHNSON 
MYRES. 


In 1905 Charles sold the ranch, leaving Anna and the two little 
ones to follow on the train, Charles and the four older children 
loaded some of the household items into two large wagons and moved 
to Shoshone, ID. He rented the Pat Hughes' ranch between Richfield 
and Shoshone, it was to be their home for the next four years. 

With exception of Maud, Charles’ half - sister, Anna met Charles 
relatives for the first time. Anna was the only Mormon his family 
had ever met, and they were quite curious about her religion, teas¬ 
ing her frequently about the horns Mormons supposedly had. 

Charles and Anna moved to a farm west of Shoshone. They built a 
six bedroom house and a large barn. EDNA, HOWARD, TED, (twins) 
ROSE AND RITA, were all born in Shoshone. 
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Don passed away at the age of 19 following complications from a 
nose bleed. Claud and Evalyn had married by this time. 

During the childrens’ first years in school, Anna and Charles 
rented a house in Shoshone and then an old house on the ranch was 
made into a teacherage and class room for grades one through eight. 

Charles and Anna bought the adjoining ranch later, because of 
water difficulties, and in later years, a school house was built 
between the two ranches. A total of 360 acres was now under culti¬ 
vation, and this meant year round hired hands and weeks of harvest¬ 
ing in the fall where there were a dozen or more hands to help. 
Anna had help during the harvesting, and at numerous other times 
when help was available. To Anna the ranch meant many things. It 
meant being able to have certain things like a big beautiful garden 
to supply the table. But it also meant having to cater to the 
family and the hired help. Although the ranch had been her home 
for thirty eight years, she worked far beyond her endurance. How¬ 
ever, Anna never complained. She was a fabulous cook and their was 
always an abundance of food on the table, she had the name of fry¬ 
ing the best chicken of anyone in the county. But while pregnant 
with the twins, she developed poor health and it continued to fail 
after their birth. The twins were born premature and so tiny, they 
were warmed in an oven and unable to be dressed until they were 
over a year old. For ten to twelve years, there were frequent trips 
to hospitals and sanitariums for Anna. 

In 1922, Anna’s oldest son Archie passed away, at age 19 years. 
There were joint funeral services for Archie and Charles’ mother, 
Amy, who passed away shortly before Archie died. 

All the children were brought up to do their share of work, and 
Howard and Ted grew up to be good farmers and ranchers, managing 
the ranch in the last years before Charles’ death. Walter was 
in the Philippines during WWII. Anna’s own children were all mar¬ 
ried and she had many grand children before Charles passed away in 
1946. In 1948, Anna sold the ranch and lived with Rita and her 
family for a year in Gooding, ID. She bought a duplex in Boise and 
lived there for 13 years. Anna was very comfortable in her little 
duplex. She began doing things that she was unable to do through 
out her earlier years. Getting back into her church, was one of 
the first things she did. She also worked in her yard quite a bit, 
bringing in soil to enrich the earth, and putting up an attractive 
fence. Soon her yard was a delight to the neighborhood. Anna baby¬ 
sat a great deal too. She had time on her hands and the extra 
money came in handy. Her cookie jar was always full, and from the 
time she came to Boise, she was known as "cookie grandma". On two 
occasions Anna went to Salt Lake to work in the Temple. 

In 1960 Anna’s health became poor again, and the doctor advised 
her not to live alone. Jack and Edna came to live with her then, 
and Jack commuted to his carpentry job in Mountain Home, ID. In 
the spring of 1962, Anna fell in the yard and broke her hip, and in 
June she sold the duplex and moved to Mountain Home to live with 
Edna and Jack who had previously bought a home there. Although 
she was ill much of the time, Anna still managed to keep busy. 
She made numerous quilts, embroidered table linen, pillow cases, 
and braided rugs. 

My husband, Jack and I, were glad we were able to take care of 
mother and try to make her life as interesting as possible. One of 
the highlights after coming to Mountain Home, was the visits of her 
sister Jannie, from Salt Lake City, UT. Although both sisters were 
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in pain most of the time, due to arthritis, they had a lot of fun 
talking and laughing about old times. The sisters usually wrote to 
each other once a week. Mother was very grieved at Jannie's death. 

Our little mother left us 14 May 1971 at the age of 91. She 
passed away in St. Lukes Hospital, Boise, ID. after having had a 
stroke seven weeks earlier. She was buried at Shoshone, Id. beside 
the bodies of her husband, Charles and two sons, Don and Archie.

Oscar working like the proverbial horse. 

LaVerne went to San Diego, CA. in 
1943-44 and worked as a riveter in the 
Consolidated Airplane Factory.

He was 
never too busy to help a friend. They 
had two sons go into the service, and to 
complete their services without mishap.

LaVerne 
sold her ranch and moved into Richfield, later moving to Grand 
view, ID. to live with her son, Ben. She later married and divorced 
Nathan Coates of Carey, ID. LaVerne died 30 Jan 1973 in Mountain 
Home and was buried by her husband, Oscar in Richfield. 

(As told by Oscar’s son, Ben Johnson) 

During Oscar’s life time, a salesman, carpenter, stone mason and 
a banker. But he was primarily a farmer. He loved music. He had 
some accidents and injuries. As a teen in Marley, he was accident¬ 
ally shot by a brother, in the adam’s apple, but in that spot it 
wasn’t too noticeable, his voice took several months to heal but 
returned to normal. 

In 1925, while working on a dairy ranch in northern California, 
a cow was hoisted by another cow and the first cow came down on his 
head and broke his neck. He was unable to do anything for about a 
year but later regained the ful1 use of his neck and head. 

In 1934 he was working as a carpenter at the power plant in Twin 
Falls, when a man working beneath him cut off the heel of his right 
foot. Again he was laid up for about 6 months and always limped 



after that. Four months later, he gut an infected shoulder and it 
swelled to more than grapefruit size. An operation was required, 
but he came out ok. Then in Boise in 1941, he was working as a 
stone mason on a three story high building when the scaffolding 

collapsed. A lot of rocks fell on top of him and broke his ribs, 

pelvis, legs and one arm. He really never fully recovered. 

In the spring of 1942, as we were trying to get the farm started 
in Richfield he was very sick for about a week. He finally gave in 
to his family and went to the doctor, Ben took him. The doctor 
thought it was his ulcers acting up instead, his appendix had burst 
and gangrene had set in. Sulpha drugs had just become available 
and the doctor put more than a handful in and around there after 
removing the appendix. Much to the doctor's surprise, he recovered 
from the burst appendix. 

At about 74 years of age he began to develop emphysema which 

got worse and finally claimed his life. 

(Notes from Oscar’s daughter, Ruby Neel). 

I often wonder why Mom and Dad didn't take us out and drown us. 
When living on the Prather Ranch in CA. I remember Dad and Mom 
were really poor, they bought each of us a new pair of shoes and we 
floated them down the creek! Or else we’d feed all the neighbor 
kids our food. These were bad depression days and things were real¬ 
ly scarce. I often wonder if I would have had the patience of Dad 
and Mom. Mom would make Danish Sweet Soup and people gathered at 
our house to eat it. She made huge dish pans of it and it was all 
eaten up. 

Dad could figure in his head almost as fast as an adding machine. 
Tell you to the penny how much a crop cost to put in or what to 
expect out of it. Always figured low and over, that was a nice sur¬ 
prise. He had a big heart and he loved us all. Mom was too busy 
raising kids l think. I don’t think we will ever know how hard it 
must have been to raise nine kids and bring us through that terr¬ 
ible depression like they did. We always had food, clothes and 
love. We all helped to make things go, some of us more than others, 
but according to skills. We did what we could. 

Eunice’s rendition of: DANISH SWEET SOUP 

Use equal amounts of raisins and prunes. 

For two cups of prunes and raisins, add: 

1 tsp. cinnamon 1/4 tsp. cloves 

1/2 tsp. nutmeg 1/8 tsp. salt 

1/2 tsp. allspice 1/4 cup sugar 

Add to prunes and cover with water. Boil until prunes are 

tender—approx. 20 min. Remove from heat and add: 

2 tsp. lemon juice 
1/4 cup tapioca 

Mix thoroughly. Cover. Stir a couple of times while mixture is 
still hot to be sure the tapioca is mixed in good, the heat cooks 
the instant tapioca. This should be a little soupy. Some folks 

don’t like as much spice, want more sugax-so adjust to taste and 

enjoy. Eunice added apples and other things to suit her taste. 
She also used quick tapioca. The recipe called for long cook type. 
The tapioca has to cook longer if the old fashioned kind is used.

Virginia moved with her family, 
first to Emmett, ID. and then to 
Portland, OR.

Virginia had a very hard life, be¬ 
ing the oldest in a family of 9. 
Tending the little ones, and then 
working in the fields and milking the 
cows by hand for a long time. 

They lived on the Prather Ranch out 
of Mt. Hebron, and then on the Boyce 
Ranch also in another direction out 
of Mt. Hebron. On the Boyce Ranch 

they had a dairy. 

They later moved to Edgewood, CA. where the father worked on a 

large dairy, having about 100 head of cows. The mother and father 

milked 60 head in the large barn and Virginia and Bill milked the 
40 head in the smaller barn. This milking was all done by hand. 

Virginia says, quote, "I don’t think, well in fact I know I would¬ 
n’t ever want to live my child hood over again. I have had a baby 

on my hip since I was big enough to haul one". 

The family lived for a while in Colorado Springs. CO.

In 1939, with my brother, Ted and 
parents, we bought, cleared and work¬ 
ed 54 acres of sagebrush land near 

Richfield, now known as the Marley 

District where the Johnsons settled 

when they came from Utah. We were 
poor and wanted to get started on a 
farm. In my spare time I cleared sage 
brush and plowed approximately 20 
acres of that land. But, we didn't 
have any water for irrigation. Work 
was hard to find and in 1941 it looked like this country was get¬ 
ting getting prepared for war. I decided to go to California and 

seek work and about that time my father had a terrible accident in 
Boise. He was working putting a stone facing on a building. He was 
on scaffold on the second story when it broke. He fell and several 
large rocks fell on him and broke his ribs, arms, and leg. Mother 
was hospitalized at the same time with blood clots in her leg. 

As bad as it hurt to leave, 1 had to get work that would make 

enough money to keep the family going. My brother, Ted and younger 

sister, Eunice, were still in grade school. 1 was the bread winner, 
I did go and got some work on construction jobs but soon got a job 
at Mare Island Naval Yards at Vallejo, CA. Also, the war effort 
was demanding work—going 24 hours a day. 

The war started Dec 7, 1941 and I volunteered to work double 

shifts, 16 hours a day at $2.85 per hour. I sent all the money I 
possibly could, home. My mother finally got out of the hospital 

and could manage the house. 1 lived in a garage with about 30 

other men. The only privacy we had was blankets pulled over a wire 

around our beds. It cost $1.00 per day to stay there. My dad fin¬ 

ally got out of the hospital in Feb 1942 and moved to Richfield and 
into the basement of his brother's (Louis Johnson) home, but my dad 
was still crippled and had a hard time getting around. 

By the last of April my dad got an insurance check for $750.00 
and notified me. 1 had saved over $800.00 and I decided I would go 
to Richfield and see if we could start a farm. I had fixed a little 
shack on the 54 acres before I left. I went to Richfield and be¬ 
tween Dad's money and mine we bought 20 shares of water. I lived 

in the shack and got 20 acres planted that year. I had no electri¬ 
city and had to haul my drinking water.

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Dad and I borrowed another $700.00 from the bank to get fencing 
and some farm equipment. I had planted the 20 acres to oats and 
see d e d red clover in it. 1 worked around on other farms to help 
make a living. Dad was getting better and could walk. Our goal was 
to get the farm going. That fall we harvested the oats but couldn’t 
pay the bank. But the bank let us carry the mortgage over. We had 
also bought a few cows and that brought us some money from the sale 
of milk. I kept clearing ground to get more crops in while raising 
the clover. 

In the fall of 1943 we harvested the 22 acres of clover and sold 
$22,000.00 of clover seed. We paid off the bank, built a two bed¬ 
room house, paid $400.00 to get electricity to the farm, built a 
barn, bought 18 head more cows, bought a tractor for $850.00 with 
plow, disc, and bought other equipment, plus drilling a well for 
drinking water. I bought a small trailer house for $125.00 for me 
to live in. 1 found I could homestead an adjoining 54 acres of land 
and 1 applied and received the "Land Patten” about 4 months later. 
We bought more shares of water and the farm was a success. 

My first great accomplishment. 1 married (1) HELEN HUMPHRIES 23 
Sep 1944 in Shoshone, ID. and the next year built a house for us on 
the farm. Helen was born 20 Mar 1926 in Idaho FalIs, ID. a daugh¬ 
ter of Louieco Nebraska ’Brass’ and Lauretta HARRIS HUMPHRIES. We 
had two children born in Twin Falls, ID. TERRY LYNN JOHNSON born 
16 Jan 1949 and LAURETTA ’Laura’ ESTHER JOHNSON born 20 Mar 1951. 

The prices of farm products had begun to decline. 1 was renting 
ing other land to help make money and was getting along ok but in 
the fall of 1952, we went to Hawthorne, Nv. to visit Helen’s two 
sisters and their families and I didn’t have much to do through the 
winter so got a job at the Naval Depot there and was just going to 
work through the winter but I liked the job so much I decided to 
stay on and let my dad get a hired man to do the farming. 

I was working in the boiler plants and I was taught to run the 
electrical generating plants, boiler plants, water supp1y, sewer 
systems, and 1 was also trained in automatic equipment maintenance 
and repair by the Honeywell Equipment Co. Four years after I 
started there, 1 was promoted to Civil Engineer. I was very proud 
of that accomplishment. In 1959 Helen and I were divorced and that 
fall I moved to Grand View, ID. and got a job at the Mountain Home 
Air Force Base. 

I married (2) MARY ’Nadine’ BROWN in Oct 1959 and moved a house 
from Richfield to Grand View and had it put on a 2 1/2 acre parcel 

of land that 1 bought. The next year, I moved the house I had built 

on the farm for me at Richfield to Grand View, then I had one to 
rent. I worked very hard to get them fixed up. One of my neigh¬ 
bors wanted to sel1 out and I bought his house and one duplex for 
$18,000.00. 1 moved two more duplexes from Mountain Home and set 
them up for rent. 1 had built another house. 1 was working at the 
air base and getting into the home rental business. 1 also bought 
four trailer houses. 

Nadine and 1 had one son, RICHARD ’Rich’ LeROY JOHNSON born 26 
Jan 1961. Rich married (1) DEBBIE GREEN 3 Sep 1983 in Mountain 
Home. ID. and married (2) and divorced AnnaMarie TIMMERMAN from the 
Netherlands in 1988. Nadine and I divorced in 1964. 

Nadine had three children from a previous marriage. MICKEY 

ReNae HOLLAND born 14 Feb 1955, RONALD ’Ron' ALVIN0 HOLLAND born 1 
Nov 1956 and TAMERA ’Tammy’ LaVon HOLLAND born 5 Sep 1958. 
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I married (3) SHERON BURGHARDT 9 Dec i965 in Boise, ID. Sheron 
was born 4 July 1946 in Atlanta, GA., the daughter of William

Sheron and 1 both worked and also operated our housing rentals, 

I moved my mother, from Richfield into one of my close rentals so I 
could help take care of her as she was getting Alzheimer’s. 

In 1970 a group of townspeople petitioned for the incorporation 
of Grand View and I was appointed mayor by the Owyhee County Com¬ 
missioners. I was subsequently elected the town’s first mayor. 
During my tenure, I spearheaded the successful drive to install a 
water and sewer system. I also took pride that, while mayor, the 
town’s taxpayers ’didn’t pay a red cent in taxes’—one of the very 
few incorporated municipalities in Idaho where the same is true. 
Despite these accomplishments, I had one major disappointment as 
mayor—not being able to have the town develop the pool of geother¬ 
mal hot water underneath it where, according to the U.S. Department 
of Energy, one of the largest pools of geothermal hot water in the 
U.S. was located. I resigned in 1981 and now live in Mt. Home, ID. 

I am proud of my accomplishments. First of all I built a farm 
out of sagebrush; second, getting a civil service job and studying 
and working until 1 received a Civil Engineer’s Certificate; third, 
moving to Grand View and becoming its first mayor; but fourth, and 
most important, my children—Terry, Laura and Richard. I am very 
proud of them. All doing very well in this world.

Frank was about five months old when we moved from Paris over the 
mountain to Franklin, ID. He got real sunburned on the trip in 
the wagon. We lived in Franklin for several years. My husband was 
the sheriff at this time. 

Milton was killed just before Frank was born while we were still 
in Marley. He wandered up on the railroad tracks and was killed. 
Myron Johnson Nebeker blessed by Peter Bowert (Bokett) in Franklin, 

ID. He lived two weeks.

After Myron died we moved 
to Emmett, ID. My father had 
bought a ranch there and we 
went to help him run it. I 
stayed there and my husband 
went to Portland to work in 
the shipyards for awhile. We 
stayed there several years. 
We had fruit that we sold and 
cows from which we sold the 
milk. Dad couldn’t pay us 
any longer so we decided to 
go back to Franklin. My hus¬ 
band was sheriff in Franklin 
for about a year this time. 

In Feb 1919 my husband 
got pneumonia and died. He 
was buried in Paris. This was 
the time of the first world 
war. We stayed in Franklin 


for awhile after Frank passed 
away and then went back to Emmett. We stayed with my parents until 
they sold the ranch, when we moved to Provo, UT. and we spent some 
time in Salt Lake with mother and dad, but it was too expensive and 
we went back to Provo. 


I had a little money saved after Frank's death and was persuaded 
to loan it to my two brothers, Lawrence and Vern to help build a 
service station. The project was successful and a few years later 
the money was paid back and I decided to go into business for my¬ 
self. I had a store and house combination building built on the 
corner of A street about 4th North and 7th East in Provo. We called 
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it the Mountain View Cash Market. As long ae we sold tor cash ail 
was well but before long the people in the neighborhood charged and 
when they could not pay, I could not pay so had to sell the store. 

I lost everything I had and had to go to work. 

The only other thing I had done was housework so 1 moved up to 
Salt Lake with the two children, we lived close to the Ambassador 
Hotel and then moved by the McDonald Candy Factory. I tried to get 
day jobs and would go to the Relief Society Building and would get 
a day of housework from them. The work was hard but I managed to 
make a living for my family. 

The years have been very good to me and my daughter and son. At 
times we have not known where the next meal was coming from but the 
Lord has always provided. I have lived to see my children marry 
well and raise nice families. 

My children and their families are all active in the church and 
I am sure the Lord has blessed them. Though I have worked hard all 
my 1ife and done without many things I know that I wil1 be reunited 
with my fine husband throughout eternity. He was a good man and I 
look forward to the time when 1 can be with him again. 

My mother and father both lived to be well passed 80 years old 
so 1 guess I will too, as I am now 80 years old. If 1 can leave 
anything for my children and grandchildren to remember me by, it 
might be the words to that song 1 love so much. "Let Us Oft Speak 
Kind Words To Each Other." I don’t know how long I will live but I 
do know God lives and whenever He is ready for me 1 am ready to 
go. 1 leave my children and their families my love and best wishes.

beside her husband, Frank.

Mission, his father had bought a new 
car. Cars were not common at that time, father called for my mother 
to take her to church to hear his mission report to the congrega¬ 
tion. He had a very strong testimony of the gospel and she felt 
very important being there with this fine returned missionary. 

Willie married MARY LaPREAL CHIDESTER 17 Feb 1915 in the Salt 
Lake Temple, Salt Lake City, UT. Mary LaPreal CHIDESTER was born 
8 Sep 1897 in Washington, UT. the daughter of William Darwin and 
Caroline GUBLER CHIDESTER. She was baptized 2 Sep 1906.

After the war there was a dreadful de¬ 
pression. My parents were farmers then. They had a large potato 
crop, but no one would buy them. They couldn't even give them away. 

My parents traveled 
to Provo to stay with Bill’s parents. My father worked part-time 
in a service station, drove a big gas delivery truck and also found 
work selling woolen good on the road. My mother took in sewing and 
charged $1.50 to make a coat. She made a lot of them and also can¬ 
ned everything she could find. Christa was born 16 Jan 1924 at 
home. She was a breech baby. She was badly ruptured. Christa was 
named after my Aunt Christa. 

The month that Lindberg flew the Atlantic, my father found work 
with the Maytag Co. The company sent us to Thermopolis, WY. to open 
a store. He traveled thousands of miles on needless service calls. 
The engines would flood and housewives would call for repairs. By 
the time father got there the gas engines would start on the first 
try. 

The first few months in Thermopolis we camped in the city park. 
When my parents had saved enough money we rented a house. Mother 
suffered a miscarriage and was in the hospital for some time.

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While we were in Thermopo1i a, a church was 
organized. Both of my parents were active in 
the church. 

We were transferred to Colorado Springs, CO. 

There was no church except for a Sunday School 
held by two elders. When the Branch was organ¬ 
ized, mother served as Relief Society President 
and dad was Sunday School Supt. Then later he 
was Branch President. 

The great depression came and things were 
very bad. We moved to Denver and mother went 
back to school. It was a Government school for 
immigrants. It was free and mother was grateful 
to get in. She took shorthand and business 
English. These classes were a lot of help to 
my father in his business. 

We were transferred back to Utah and then to 
Eugene, OR. Eugene only had a branch of the 
church. We were there for only a winter. May¬ 
tag approached my parents to take a store in Wi 1 1 ie LaPreal 
McMinnville. They talked with the Mission Pres. 

and he told them to go and live there religion, then they would 
make up all they had lost. 

My mother always worked with my father in the business and always 
in the church. She took care of all the correspondence and selling 
when he was gone. She made almost al1 of our clothes when she was¬ 
n’t busy in the store. We always felt well dressed and warm. 

My parents rented a home at 1105 North Evans for many years for 
$20.00 a month. McMinnville didn’t have a church. Sunday School met 
above a store on Main Street. Going church meant going to Salem. 
When word got around we were Mormons many people came to my parents 
for help. It got to be so much, that they asked for help from the 
Mission President. Finally a branch and Re 1 ief Society were organ 
i zed. My mother was Relief Society Pres, and my father Br. Pres. 

During World War II my brother went in the marines as a fighter 
pilot in the South Pacific. He was shot down once and mother read 
about it in the paper. They were anxious times. 1 had married a 
soldier from Camp Adair. Christa married a soldier at Ft. Lewis and 
he was overseas. Christa stayed with my parents and finished going 
to school. Her baby, SHARON, was born a few months before I was 
married. The folks went back east and bought two seven-passenger 
Buicks. They had telephones in them and jump seats. They were used 
to carry ship—yard workers to Portland three shifts a day. One 
shift would bring the cars back and so on. They were sold after 
the war to a funeral parlor. 

In the summer of 1957 Dean was killed while he was crop dusting, 
leaving his wife, EILEEN and 2 children, VICKI LYN JOHNSON and MARK 
JOHNSON. Dean had started a helicopter service after the war. His 
was the first helicopter business in Oregon. 

Father had a massive stroke and died 28 Jan 1958 at age 66. My 
mother was living in the King City Convalescent center in Portland, 
where she died 26 June 1981 at the age of 83. 

In looking back over my growing years, my parents always worked 
in the church. We always had missionaries in the home and both my 
mother and father were firm believers in education and worked hard 
to see that each of us got a good education. My father liked to 
experiment and was always thinking of something to invent. He built 




an ice cream freezer that 
worked in a gas powered 
Maytag washer. While we 
were living in Colorado 
Springs. We took it as far 
up Pike’s Peak as we could 
go and had a picnic and 
home made ice cream. He 
helped in building a nut¬ 
cracker that would separ¬ 
ate the nuts from the 
shells. He was always busy 
with his hands or reading. 

He particularly liked Edgar 
L. Guest. He and my mother 
both had beautiful singing 
voices and sang a lot of 
duets in church. Dne that 
was most beautiful was 
"Whispering Hope". My par¬ 
ents were two individuals 
and disagreed at times, but 
looking back, I know they 
were never happy when sep¬ 
arated. They gave each of 
us a good set of values and 
did their best to see we 
were educated and respons¬ 
ible peop1e.

The 
Burman place was sold and we had to 
move, getting itchy feet we packed 
up and moved to Salt Lake. 

Mother became very ill, so my 
sister and brother-in-law, Florence 
and Niels Johnson, had come from 
their home in Macdoel, CA. to visit 
mother. This was in the winter of 
1929 and the Great Depression was 
already being felt in larger cities 
Work was becoming hard to find and Mason Meeks, Florence Hussey, 

to make things worse I had become Archie Meeks & Jennie Adams 

ill. This wasn’t bad enough but 

my daughter got the seven year itch and gave it to her siblings. 

My mother got well from her illness, Niels and Florence were 
getting ready to head back home. Neils told Homer of a job that 
might be available at a little logging site of Siskiyou, as a cook. 
So Homer and Niels went in together and bought a large Studebaker. 
So once again we packed up, kept only what belongings we could take 
with us. Florence, Niels, Homer, my three children and I headed 
to Macdoel, CA. which was about 10 or 15 miles from Siskiyou where 
we were going to see about the job. 

First day out of Salt Lake we ran into a terrible snow and wind 
blizzard. Trees were being uprooted, telephone and electric poles 
were blown over an breaking off across the highway. Cars and a 
Greyhound bus were snowed in. We all spent the day in the car, ex¬ 
cept the men, they worked getting stalled cars and the bus out with 

the help of a farmer and his team of horses. Finally late at night 
we managed to get into this small town. They only had one room 
left in the only hotel in town, but we all crowded in. Anything was 

good after a day in the car and being cold and hungry. 

Several days later and more bad traveling conditions we arrived 
at my sister, Ida’s home in Richfield, ID. Ida had a large, beau¬ 
tiful home and when her crew and ours were settled at the dining 
table there were 27 of us. Do to severe weather the water pipes in 
the house froze up, and me not being too well, became really ill, 
continued to get worse, and had to stay over a couple of weeks as 
I was too sick to travel and all roads were snowed in also. 

When the roads were cleared and I was able to travel we headed 
our journey over Blue Mountain into Eastern Oregon. The snow was 
really deep here, pictures taken of my youngest by a snow bank that 
was several times deeper than he, alongside the road. To make 
traveling worse my youngest daughter, Verna, got car sick and stay¬ 
ed that way all the time we were traveling. We finally arrived in 
Klamath Falls after traveling along the Klamath Lake, into Dorris, 
and on to Florence’s place in Macdoel. The road out of Klamath 
Falls was just a dirt road with gravel, so it was a welcome treat 
when we reached our destination at last. 

The job at Siskiyou was still available so Homer got the job 
cooking for the logging crew and I got the helpers job. Our oldest 
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Verna & Mason Meeks 


daughter Florence got a job waiting tables. 
Mason and Verna had the house to themselves 
so Verna, being very fond of cheese, had 
her brother go to the cook’s storeroom and 
take a 5 pound loaf of cheese. She ate the 
whole 5 lbs. Needless to say that was an 
experience neither of us needed again. 

The job ended, the Campsite was moved, 
so once again we packed up and moved to 
Klamath Falls. We stayed there a couple 
of years. Homer got a job at West Klamath, 
so we moved there. The depression was real¬ 
ly being felt by now. Shortly after moving 
to West Klamath, the job played out. The 
house we were living in, we were able to 
stay in and rent for $5.00 a month, we 
could have bought it for $500.00 but didn't 
have the money. 

Time passed and we lived through the bad 
years and also the good ones. The best was 


yet to come. On a cold winter day 15 Nov 1932 we had a son, JAMES 
ADAMS. I was 52 years old at the time. When Jim was about four 


years old his father injured himself on a job and later developed 


"Berger’s Disease". 

In the meantime we moved back to Klamath Falls. We operated a 


rooming and boarding-house. 1 became ill and had to be hospital 
ized, when 1 recovered, Homer and 1 went to live with our youngest 
daughter, Verna and her husband. They had the West Klamath Grocery 
and Tavern. We lived with them and helped them in the store and 


tavern. 

Homer’s health was failing and he had a stroke and had to be in 
the hospital and after 3 Cerebral Hemorrhages, he passed away in 
Mar 1952. He was buried 31 Mar 1952. Our son was married 1 Mar of 



the same year, 1952.
